Secretary General Than?, called in Israel foreign minis¬ 
ter, Abba Eban, and asked for quick reaction to the As¬ 
sembly’s resolution nullifying Israel’s annexation of Jerusa¬ 
lem. Official prouncements indicated Israel would ignore the 
resolution. 

CIVIL WAR BREAKS OUT ANEW IN CONGO 

UNIDENTIFIED “FOREIGN” mercenaries swooped 
down on the Congolese provincial capitals of Kisangani and 
Bukavu yesterday and seized the airports in heavy fighting 
in apparent retaliation for ?he kidnaping of former Premier 
Moise Tshombe. 

President Joseph Mobutu declared the nation in a state of 
emergency. The nationality of the troops was not disclosed 
by Mobutu. Bu? diplomatic reports said that troops loyal to 
Tshombe revolted against government forces in a new out¬ 
break of civil war. 

MASSIVE U. S FIREPOWER ROUTS RED FORCE 

A NORTH VIETNAMESE invasion force fell back yester¬ 
day under one of the most massive displays of American 
firepower of the war. Artillery, warships and planes teamed 
up to turn the jungles of the demilitarized zone into a blazing 
hell. 

The high explosive shells, bombs and splashing naplam 
silenced Communist artillery and mortars that for three days 
prevented U.S. Marines from returning to a battlefield and 
recovering 32 bodies of Lea.’herneck buddies. U.S. officials 
said that 190 North Vietnamese bodies had been counted in 
the area since the Sunday fight which hurled back an esti¬ 
mated 3.000-man invasion force. American casualties were 
106 killed, more than 300 wounded and five missing. 

NORTH KOREAN INVADERS WOUND 13 ROK's 

A WELL-ARMED BAND of Communist North Korean 
infiltrators yesterday wounded 13 Sou’h Korean soldiers in 
a hit-and-run attack under cover of post-midnight darkness 
near the demilitarized zone, the United Nations Command 
announced 

The UNC said the raid by an unknown number of Com¬ 
munis? agents took place about 1,000 yards south of the 
buffer zone separating North and South Korea and 65 miles 
northeast of Seoul. 

JACKIE POSTPONES TRIP TO ROME FROM IRELAND 

MRS. JOHN F. KENNEDY postponed yesterday her 
plans for a five-day vacation trip to Rome. Instead, she 
spent the day relaxing at Woodstown House, the 50-room 
rented estate in Waterford, Ireland, where she and her 
children are vacationing. 

No reason for the apparent change of plans was given. 
But it was believed Mrs. Kennedy had beeen annoyed by 
extensive newspaper coverage given to her Roman visit 
plans.

McNAMARA FLIES TO VIETNAM FOR LOOK AT WAR 

DEFENSE SECRETARY Robert S. McNamara flew to 
Vietnam last night for a personal look at the war and to 
assess future U.S. troop requirements. 

The inspection trip—his ninth to the war zone in the 
past six years—will allow McNamara to “review all aspects 
of the war,” the Pentagon said. 

FCC ORDERS CUT IN TELEPHONE RATES 

THE FEDERAL COMMUNICATIONS Commission has 
ordered a $120 million cut in interstate telephone rates of the 
American Telephone & Telegraph Corp. AT&T. 

The 3 per cent cut in the $3.5 billion interstate revenues 
of the communications giant marked /he close of the first 
phase of an FCC investigation of AT&T. The commission also 
ordered a 7.5 per cent upper limit on the return the corpora¬ 
tion may earn on its interstate services. The company has 
been earning 8.56 per cent for the year 1966, based on figures 
compiled by the FCC. 

ROMNEY SAYS HE’LL ENTER N.H. PRIMARY 

GOV. GEORGE ROMNEY announced yesterday he will 
enter New Hampshire's first-in-the-nation presidential pri¬ 
mary in March—if he runs for President. Republican Rom¬ 
ney said he expects Richard Nixon to oppose him in the 
March 12 primary as well as perhaps California Gov. Ronald 
Reagan and Massachusetts Governor Volpe 

Romney, testing New Hampshire's political breezes from 
his Mirror Lake vacation retreat, said he will decide before 
the year bcws out whether to seek the GOP presidential nom¬ 
ination. 

BODIES OF COUPLE RECOVERED ON VT. PEAK 

STATE POLICE, aided by aeronautics and conservation 
officials, recovered yesterday from the rugged, wooded 
slopes of Haystack Mountain, Vt. the bodies of a Maine 
couple whose plane disappeared two years ago. 

Some 18 persons started up the 3,400-ft. mountain in the 
morning and returned five hours iater with the remains. 
Searchers said /he plane was found upside down beneath the 
undergrowth.

INSURANCE FIRMS RAP LIFE POLICY CURB 

LEGISLATION LIMITING the charge for life insurance 
sold in connection with automobile financing plans to one 
half of 1 per cent ran into strong opposition yesterday from 
the Massachusetts insurance industry. 

Opponents of the bill told the legislature’s Insurance 
Committee that the maximum charge of 50 cents per $100 
was too low. Supporters maintained it was consistent with 
the maximum set in other types of financing under the so- 
called “truth-in-lending” laws. 

EXTENDED DRINKING HOURS BILL KILLED 

ATTEMPTS TO EXTEND weekday drinking hours in 
Massachusetts bars and restaurants have fallen short. The 
House without debate yesterday killed on a voice vo*e a bill 
allowing on-the-premises drinking until 2 a.m. 

Only Suffolk County drinking establishments are permit¬ 
ted to remain open until 2 a.m. during the week. Others must 
shut down at 1 a.m. 

FALL RIVER, CAMBRIDGE SCHOOLS TO JOIN PROJECT 

TWO SCHOOL DISTRICTS in Massachusetts were chosen 
by the U.S. Department of Health, Education and Welfare to 
participate in the new Follow Through program. Fall River 
and Cambridge will be among 28 districts in 25 states and 
Puerto Rico to take part in the $2.5 million pilot program, 
Governor Volpe announced. 

Follow Through will continue with children who have 
participated in .‘he Head Start program for pre-school aged 
children. 

REP. FREYDA KOPLOW TAKES BANKING POST 

MASSACHUSETTS GOT its first female department head 
yesterday with the swearing in of Rep. Frey da P. Koplow as 
itate banking commissioner. 

Governor Volpe administered the oath of office to the 
59-year-old Brookline Republican before an overflow crowd 
of well-wishers in the Senate chamber. She replaces former 
Boston Mayor John B. Hynes, who retired, in the $15,000-a- 
year post.

Mayors Record In Office Is 
Cited In Bid For Re-election 


Mayor Monte G. Basbas 

officially announced today 
that he will seek a second 
term as Newton’s chief mu¬ 
nicipal executive in next No¬ 
vember’s city election. 

While making known his 
intention to stand for re- 
election, the Mayoi re¬ 
viewed briefly the accom¬ 
plishments of his adminis¬ 
tration and outlined the 
plans underway for future 
progress in the years im¬ 
mediately ahead. 

“I sincerely and humbly 

hope that the people of New¬ 
ton will feel the job I have 
done as their Mayor during 
the past 18 months merits 
both their continued confi¬ 
dence and my retention and 
reelection as their chief mu¬ 
nicipal executive,” Basbas 
declared. 

“Many problems have 

arisen during the period of 
approximately a year and a 
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half that I have served as 
Mayor,” he continued. “I 
have endeavored to meet and 
cope with each of them in a 
manner which would best 
serve the interests of New¬ 
ton and all its citizens. 

"If we have made mis¬ 
takes, they were honest 
mistakes of judgment, and 
I certainly recognize the 
right of dissent and the 
privilege of any citizen to 
disagree with me,” the 
Mayor emphasized. 

“I realize, too, that no 

Mayor can satisfy all the peo¬ 
ple all the time,” he went 
on. “The problems we have 
faced have been too complex 
and complicated for that. It 
is my hope, however, that 
most of our people will agree 
with what we have done most 
of the time. 

“Newton,# I believe, has 
moved forward under my 


stewardship,” Mayor Basbas 
asserted. “With the plans

we have made, I am confi¬ 
dent that we will achieve 


even greater progress in the 
years just ahead.” 

Since assuming office on 
New Year’s Day in 1966, 
Mayor Basbas has gained 
increasing recognition for 
his administrative and ex¬ 
ecutive ability. 

He received the Man of the 
Year Award last year from 
the Newton Chamber of Com¬ 
merce. 

The Massachusetts Mayors 

Association elected him as its 
secretary. 

Gov. Volpe has appointed 
him to two important com¬ 
missions, one of which is 
studying municipal problems, 
while the other is surveying 
relationship between the 
State Public Works Depart¬ 
ment and the cities of the 
Commonwealth. 

In reporting on his admin¬ 
istration of the city’s affairs, 
Mayor Basbas referred to the 


$4 increase this year in New¬ 
ton’s tax rate and expressed 
the conviction that the city’s 
tax base must be broadened 
with the construction of new 
property not out of character 
with the neighborhood in 
which it is built. 

“Unfortunately, our tax 
rate increased S4 this year 
as a result of a rise of 
about $1.5 million in school 
costs and the pay raises it 
was ntcessary to grant mu¬ 
nicipal employees under 
the new Collective Bargain¬ 
ing Law,” the Mayor said. 

“The higher tax rate will 
impose a hardship on some 
{jf our citizens,” he continued. 
‘For this I am deeply sorry. 
With the assistance and co¬ 
operation of the members of 
the Board of Aldermen, I did 
everything within my power 
to keep the tax rate as low 
as possible.

Silver Lining To Tax Cloud 
Local Rate Up $4 Not $5.60 


Newton's tax rate this year 
will be $76.20 and not $77.80 as 
was stated two weeks ago. 
Mayor Monte G. Basbas and 
the Newton Board of Asses¬ 
sors officially announced to¬ 
day. 

This means that the tax 
rate increase over last year 
is $4 instead of the $5.60 re¬ 
ported at the Board of Al¬ 
dermen meeting a fortnight 
ago. 

A mistake made in calculat¬ 
ing the various factors which 
figure in the tax rate was re¬ 
sponsible for the error in es¬ 


timating the rate at $77.80 and 
the tax rate hike at $5.60. 

Discovery of the error in 

this instance was good news 
for Newton property-owners. 

Several factors combined 
to cause the $4 rise in the tax 
rate notwithstanding an in¬ 
crease in the amount of re¬ 
venue received from the 
State, including Newton’s 
share of the sales tax, Mayor 
Basbas and the Assessors de¬ 
clared.

Mrs. Florence R. Rubin,

Mayor and the Board of Al¬ 
dermen this year was $2,- 
774,180 larger than the 1966 
budget. 

Of that $2,774,180, they said. 
$1,460,915 resulted from high¬ 
er school costs, while expen¬ 
ditures by all other city de¬ 
partments rose $1,313,265 
largely as a result of pay in¬ 
creases granted under the new 
Collective Bargaining Law. 

In addition, it was necessary 
to provide $884,540 to cover ov¬ 
erlay and overlay deficits for 
statutory exemptions. 

A big increase in State 
and County assessments on 
the city also amounted to 
$829,258. 

On the credit side of the 

ledger, estimates of State 
funds to be distributed to New¬ 
ton this year, including the 
city’s share of income, cor¬ 
poration, meals, cigarette 
and sales taxes, were $2,133,- 
122 higher than last year. 

However, the Mayor and 

Assessors noted that the net 
increase in the anticipated 
revenue Newton will receive 
from the State, after adjust¬ 
ments are made for the high¬ 
er assessments against the 
city, ’s only about $1,300,000 
more than in over 1966. 

The Board of Aldermen, 
on the recommendation of 
Mayor Basbas, also voted to 
use $800,000 from the city’s 
surplus funds to hold down 
this year’s tax rate. 

When all estimated receipts 
from state and local sources 
were subtracted from the 
gross amount of money need¬ 
ed by the city, there remained 
a balance of $25,232,925 to be 
raised by the tax levy on real 
esta‘p and tangible personal 
property. 

With all taxable real estate 

and tangible personal prop¬ 
erty in the city valued at a to¬ 
tal of $331,140,750, the result¬ 
ing tax rate this year is 
$76.20.

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Editorial . . . 


Summer Davs Long Ago 

Those lazy days of summer are with us once again 
and they bring back memories of other days in other 
summers. Long ago days when we were kids—kids 
luckier than most. We spent our summers in Podunk. 

The name Podunk has often been used jokingly 
but it is a real place; not much of a place, we’ll admit, 
but real nevertheless. It is no more than a junction 
of three roads outside of East Brookfield, on a hill 
near Lake Quabog. 

There were three houses there in those days; now 
there are two. Ours, the one we rented, is there no longer. 
We don’t know if it burned down or if it was moved 
to Sturbridge Village to become part of the old Colonial 
exhibit there. It could have been included in the ex¬ 
hibit because it was old, really old. So old that it 
was built before nails were plentiful. It was put to¬ 
gether with pegs. 

There was no central heating and no indoor plumb¬ 
ing; no gas or electricity. There was a pump on the 
end of the sink in the kitchen and, if memory serves, 
it worked but rarely. However, there was a deep well 
outside with a winch and a boy measured his strength 
by seeing how quickly he could bring a white enamel 
pail brimming with ice cold water from its dark, echo¬ 
ing depths. 

There was a big barn across the road and it too, 
is no longer there today. But we remember when its 
stalls were filled with cows and horses, and the lofts 
with hay. And the sounds of the barn! When it was 
empty—the drone of the flies and the solitary buzz 
of a bee. The creak of the boards, the rustling of the 
hay. 

And the sounds when the barn’s occupants were 
there. The constant munch, munch, munch of the 
placid bovines; the stamping and shaking and grumbling 
of the horses. The sharp zip! ping, zip! ping of the 
milk as the farmer squatted on a stool and milked the 
cows and it flowed into the galvanized pail he held 
between his knees. And the taste of the warm, sweet 
milk when the farmer diverted his aim and we were 
hit in the face by the spurting jet. 

And, later in the summer, the fun of standing in 
the hay wagon and stamping down the sweet-smelling 
dried grass as the men forked it up from the ground 
and the pile grew higher and higher until it was too 
high for the men to throw anymore. Then came the 
swaying, bouncing ride back to the barn. And when 
the wagon was too heavy for the straining horses, an¬ 
other team had to be hitched for the hill and every¬ 
one had to get off and help push. 

Finally, with much groaning and heaving and 
shouts of “gee” and “haw” and “hup, hup,” into the 
barnyard it rolled, to stop in front of the big barn door. 
Then the horses were unhitched while a fresh horse 
was taken from a stall, led to the back of the barn and 
hitched to a long rope that pulled a fork lift. 

It was exciting to a small boy to watch the lift 
drop from a bar high on the peak at the front of the 
barn and plunge swiftly into the hay on the wagon; 
the shout of “all set!” and the horse would strain at 
the rope and the fork would lift high to the bar, stop 
with a jolt and slide through the small hay-door and on 
inside to where it was swung either side and the hay 
was dropped into the lofts. 

Later, on a rainy day, it was fun to go into the 
lofts and dig tunnels through the hay; long, complex 
tunnels that took all day to dig—and the time passed 
all too quickly. 

And the years have passed too quickly and the 
house is gone and the barn is gone and our youth is 
gone. But we’ve still got our memories of the days 
when we had no cares or worries or editorials to write 
and the world seemed to be such a nice place in which 
to live. 


Take Another Look 

At a recent Boston College conference the editor 
of a Catholic newspaper claimed that Catholics have not 
taken an active part in politics during the 20th Century 
and called for greater participation by Catholics in 
politics. 

This seems to us one of the sillier statements that 
has come off the college campuses in recent months. 

Certainly there is a constant and crying need for 
people who are sincere and completely consequential 
with their religious beliefs—be they Catholics, Pro¬ 
testants or Jews—to take part in public life, providing 
they are also endowed with the aptitudes and specific 
training necessary. 

However, to overlook the role that Catholics such 
as President John F. Kennedy, Governor and Secretary 
of Labor Maurice J. Tobin, House Speaker John W. 
McCormack, Prime Minister Alcide DeGasperi in Italy, 
Chancellor Conrad Adenauer in Germany, President 
Charles DeGaulle in France, President Eduardo Frei 
of Chile, have played in the 20th Century politics to 
name just some of the outstanding figures—seems to 
us sheer blindness. 
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In thoss 33 years we have seen John Hynes lose 
his temper only once. When he did, it had far-reaching 
political ramifications. It’s a story that goes back two 
decades. 

On a warm June day in 1947 a federal court judge 
in Washington ordered James M. Curley, then Mayor 
of Boston, to prison for using the mails to defraud. 

The case against Curley was a flimsy one, but a 
federal Jury had convicted him. He had exhausted all 
his appeals and had come to the end of the legal road. 

Curley put on one of his most dramatic shows 
in that courtroom in his efforts to escape prison. 
He staggered to the front of the hushed courtroom, 
braced himself on the railing and told the judge: 
“You are sentencing me to die!" (Some 10 hours 
later, Curley walked briskly down the steep steps 
at the Bridgeport railroad station, declining offers 
of assistance and chatting in animated fashion.)

If there Is a God, where 
was he when thousands were 
dying in the Nazi horror 
camps of World War II? asks 
an atheistic professor of phi¬ 
losophy at Charles University 
in Prague, Czechoslovakia. 

Prof. Milan Machovec, a 
Marxist expounding in German 
on his basic objection as a 
Marxist to the Christian be¬ 
lief, says, “It is the depth of 
evil in the world the old prob¬ 
lem of suffering. I frankly can¬ 
not combine faith in God with 
Auschwitz—and the gas cham¬ 
bers and the execution of 
thousands of people.” 

And he tells his visitor, a 
Boston University theology 
professor, “Either there is no 
God or I don’t belong to him. 
Why didn't God intervene, If 
he is a God of love?" 

In his reply at the Czecho¬ 
slovakian university, Dr. S. 
Paul Schilling of 48 Summit 
street, Newton, says in his 
fluent German: 

“It's better from the stand¬ 
point and purpose of God to 
create a world In which men 
either can violate his will and 
kill each other, or fulfill his 
will as obedient sons, than a 
world where God would pull 
the strings on automatons or 
puppets.” 

Schilling cites the doctrine 
of the cross: “The Christian 
faith does not shy away from 
the evil of the world. Chris¬ 
tianity is not running away 
from man's inhumanity to 
man.” 

The spirited two hour dia¬ 
logue between Professors 
Machovec and Schilling was 
one of 40 similar discussions 
conducted in recent months by 
Schilling with atheists, includ¬ 
ing Marxists, and other philos¬ 
ophers, theologians and intel¬ 
lectuals in Eastern and West¬ 
ern Europe. He reports a 
consistently friendly reception 
among Marxists and other 
persons whom he Interviewed. 

Most of the atheists visited 
by Dr. Schilling, an ordained 
Methodist minister, were 
Marxists. “Some of my most 
fruitful discussions were with 
out-and-out Marxists,” he said. 

With his wife. Dr. Schilling 
traveled to Holland, France, 
Switzerland, East and West 
Germany and Czechoslovakia 
in his quest for more knowl¬ 
edge about the mind and mo¬ 
tivation of the atheist. 

In Europe he found a much 
greater understanding, and 
appreciation, of the role of the 
atheist than encountered in the 
United States. Dr. Schilling be¬ 
lieves it is important to take 
the atheist seriously and to 
try to discover how he thinks. 

“The atheist may have 
found some weak points in the 
Christian armor. The image of 
God that has come through 
has been sometimes unfor¬ 
tunate. By understanding bet¬ 
ter the atheist position, Chris¬ 
tians have a chance to redis¬ 
cover the meaning and reality 
of God.” 

More and more people are 
in doubt about their belief In 
God, as the clergy train for 
a highly secularized world, Dr. 
Schilling pointed out. He said 
that clergymen minister to 
people on the receiving end of 
mass media where serious 
concerns are raised continually 
on the existence of God and 
religious beliefs. 

In his dialogue with Pro¬ 
fessor Machovec, Dr. Schilling 
uncovered another fundamen¬ 
tal objection of a Marxist 
atheist to the Christian belief 
In God. 

Machovec, a man in his early 
40's, recalled his youth during 
the 1948 Communist take-over 
in Czechoslovakia. 

“Th® Marxists in my coun-

try spoke as the Christians 
should have. Among Chris¬ 
tians I found ‘Unglaube’ or un¬ 
belief in human improvement, 
but the opposite among Marx¬ 
ists, who favored the humani¬ 
zation of society.” 

Machovec decried the pass¬ 
ivity of Christian churches in 
regard to changing society, 
although he applauded the ac¬ 
tive concern for human justice 
held by theologians like Karl 
Barth, Josef Hromadka and 
Dietrich Bonhoeffer. He 
reached this conclusion after 
observing many churches in 
his native land. 

In Professor Schilling’s talks 
with Christian philosophers, 
he found considerable concern 
about the relatively passive ap¬ 
proach of the Christian church 
to European social ills. 

At the University of Tue¬ 
bingen in West Germany, the 
81-year-old philosopher, Ernst 
Bloch, is described by Dr. 
Schilling as an “unorthodox 
Marxist.” 

Bloch, who lived in Camb¬ 
ridge, Mass, from 1939 to 1948 
and later in East Germany, 
visualizes matter as full of 
dynamic possibilities, move¬ 
ment and change. His two 
volume work, “The Principle 
of Hope,” has had much in¬ 
fluence on Christian theolo¬ 
gians. 

Of Bloch, Dr. Schilling says, 
“I think he has something to 
say to the Christian about the 
need for change, movement 
towards something new, not 
the status quo.” 

Dr. Schilling, a professor of 
systematic theology at Bos¬ 
ton University since 1953, has 
written several books and 
numerous articles on religious 
themes. Among the books are 
“Methodism and Society in 
Theological Perspective,” 
“Isaiah Speaks” and “Contem¬ 
porary Continental Theolo¬ 
gians.” 

He holds a bachelor of sci¬ 
ence degree from St. John’s 
College. From Boston Univer¬ 
sity he has received the de¬ 
grees of master of arts, bache¬ 
lor of sacred theology and 
doctor of philosophy. 

His current studies on con¬ 
temporary atheism or unbelief 
are part of a continuing re¬ 
search project. He hopes to 
offer his conclusions at some 
future date as a valuable 
guide to theological students 
who must minister to a high¬ 
ly secularized world.

“That’s most unfortunate,” 
was the icy response of the 
unimpressed jurist, who also 
dismissed a request by Curley * 
counsel for time to allow the 
then Mayor to get his affairs 
in order and decreed that Cur- 
lev should go to jail forthwith. 

When word was flashed back 
to Boston that Curley was on 
his way to a federal prison, a 
hill was speedily enacted by 
the State Legislature and 
signed by the then Governor 
Robert F. Bradford installing 
John B. Hynes as Boston’s in¬ 
terim Mayor. 

Hynes, familiar with all 
phases and facets of Boston s 
municipal government, did an 
excellent job for the five 
months Curley was in prison. 

He ran the city's affairs 
with a firm and skilled hand; 
yet he didn't throw his weight 
around. He did not replace 
even one of Curley s appoin¬ 
tees. 

By advertising for competi¬ 
tive bids for rubbish-removal, 
instead of negotiating them, 
Hynes saved the city $100,000 
on one single action. 

On the dav before Thanks¬ 
giving in 1947. Curley, par¬ 
doned by President Truman 
after exactly five months in 
prison, was released from “the 
academy,” as he later liked to 
call it, and came hack to Bos¬ 
ton to be greeted by a brass 
band and a throng of admirers 
at his Jamaicaway home. 

Curley hustled back to City 
Hall the day after Thanksgiv¬ 
ing and put in a busy day’s 
work after his “vacation at the 
academy.” 

At the close of that day, 
Curley, as he so often did, 
made one of his quips that 
was to get him into trouble. 

He told newsmen that he 
had accomplished more in one 
day than Hynes had in five 
months. 

The unassuming Hynes, who 
had moved hack to his own 
office and his regular job as 
City Clerk after an outstanding 
performance as interim Mayor, 
bristled when informed of 
Curley’s remark. That was the 
one time we saw Hynes lose 
his temper. 

Until Curley made his ill- 
ads ised comment. Hynes had 
no thought of seeking election 
as Mayor. In fact, just before 
Curley was freed from prison. 
Hynes figured out that it had 
cost him money to he Mayor. 
W hile his pay as Mayor was 
higher than as City Clerk, his 
expenses jumped to an even 
greater extent. 

As a result of Curley s in¬ 
sulting remark , it was easy lat¬ 
er for Hynes* friends to con¬ 
vince him that he should op¬ 
pose Curley in the 1949 elec¬ 
tion. 

He defeated Curley after a 
hard fight, and Curley went 
out of elective office for the 
last time at the start of 1950. 
Had Curley been able to resist 
the impulse to make a tart 
quip after he came out of pri¬ 
son, Hynes probably would not 


have opposed him, and Curley 
in all likelihood would have 
been reelected. 

Hynes served a record 10 
consecutive years as Boston’s 
Mayor. He initiated the Hub’s 
urban renewal program. He 
conceived the ideas of the Pru¬ 
dential Centre and the Govern¬ 
ment Centre and started them 
on their way to realization. He 
introduced the great Christmas 
Festival in 1950. 

Like John F. Collins who 
succeeded him. John Hynes 
made his decisions as Mavor 
without regard for political 
expediency. 

He brushed off all attempts 
to persuade him to stand for 
election as Governor or U.S. 
Senator, offices he might have 
achieved at the height of his 
popularity. 

Hynes retired from the office 
of Mayor at the start of 1960 
without ever having known the 
bitterness of political defeat. 
He had won over Curley in 
1949, over Curley again in 1951 
and over John E. Powers in 
1955. 

Fortner Governor Endicott 
Peabody persuaded him to take 
the post as State Banking Com¬ 
missioner in 1965. ’Now' Hynes 
is back in the role of private 
citizen and is preparing to take 
to the hustings for bis son 
who is seeking the position as 
Mayor which his father held 

for 10 years.

Drastic Changes Loom 
In Senate Districts 

Drastic changes must be 
made in many of the 40 state 
senatorial districts throughout 
Massachusetts if they are to he 
brought into line from a popu¬ 
lation standpoint under a re¬ 
districting plan now being 
worked out by a special legis¬ 
lative committee. 

That is pointed up in figures 
distributed h v Republican 
State Senate Leader John F. 
Parker showing a population 
breakdown for each senatorial 
district on the basis of the 
1965 State census. 

With 5.295.281 inhabitants 
listed in the 1965 census, the 
norm would he 132,382 per¬ 
sons per district. 

The biggest senatorial dis¬ 
trict in Massachusetts has 211,- 
265 residents and the smallest, 
represented hv Senator Oliver 
F. Ames of the Back Bav, only 
84.366. 

Five senatorial districts have 
more than twice as many in¬ 
habitants as the Ames district. 

Senator William I. Randall 
of Framingham has the dis¬ 
tinction of representing the big¬ 
gest senatorial district popula¬ 
tion-wise in the Commonwealth. 
More than one-third of his 
district would have to he 
chopped off if it were to he 
reduced to the norm. 

The other big districts, which 
also would be trimmed down, 
are those of Senator W illiam 
D. W eeks of Cohasset, 191,419 
residents; Senator Ronald C. 
Mackenzie of Burlington, 188,- 


663; Senator John M. Quinlan 
of Dover, 179,396; and Sena¬ 
tor James DeXormandie of 
Lincoln, 172,921. All four art 
Republicans, as are Randall 
with the biggest district and 
Ames with the smallest. 

Other Senators with mora 
residents than the norm includa 
James F. Burke of Brockton, 
159,451; James A. Kelly, Jr., 
of Oxford, 153,041; William 
L. Saltonstall of Manchester, 
152,988; Leslie B. Cutler of 
Needham, 150,109; Donald N. 
Ryan of Springfield, 149,092; 
John F. Parker of Taunton, 
147,180: George D. Hammond 
of Westfield, 146,233; John D. 
Barrus of Goshen, 143,185; 
James R. McIntyre of Quincy, 
142,838: and Allan F. Jones of 
Barnstable, 142,007. 

Senators whose districts now 
are closest to the norm of 132,- 
382 are Joseph D. Ward of 
Fitchburg, 128,163; Samuel 
Harmon of Dorchester, 125,* 
953; Andrea F. Nuciforo of 
Pittsfield, 125,934; Maurice A. 
Donahue of Holyoke ,125,707; 
Philip A. Quinn of Spencer, 
140.702; Kevin B. Harrington 
of Salem, 140,970; Philibert L. 
Pellegrini of Arlington, 123,• 
447; and John E. Harrington 
of Lowell, 123,091. 

Smallest senatorial districts, 
in addition to that of Senator 
Ames, which would have to b® 
enlarged substantially to com® 
even close to the norm, ar® 
those of Senators Mario Umana 
of East Boston, 89,711; Denis 
L. McKenna of Somerville, 
98.998; William X. Wall of 
Lawrence. 101,536; Vite J. 
Pigaga of Worcester, 102,177; 
and Francis X. McCann of 
Cambridge, 102,749. 

Creation of 40 senatorial dis¬ 
tricts, each with approximately 
the same population, looms as 
an extremely difficult task, es¬ 
pecially in a city such as Bos¬ 
ton where there is a great va¬ 
riation in the size of the wards.

Rockefeller-Volpp 
Ticket Seen Possible 

Some of the most astute Re¬ 
publican leaders in Massachu¬ 
setts now believe that the GOP 
nominee for President next 
year will be either Governor 
Nelson Rockefeller of New 
York or Governor Ronald Rea¬ 
gan of California. 

They also think that either 
Rockefeller or Reagan might 
tap Governor Volpe to be his 
Vice Presidential running mate. 

Michigan’s Governor Georg® 
Romney, still the Republican 
front-runner in the popularity 
poHs, and former Vice Presi¬ 
dent Richard M. Nixon are 
now expected to fade out of 
the Presidential picture next 
year. 

Rockefeller looms as a strict¬ 
ly long-shot Presidential pros¬ 
pect to this observer although 
it is conceivable that next 
years Republican national 
convention might turn to him 
if both Romney and Nixon are 
eliminated. 

However, the rather strong 
belief that Rockefeller might 
pick Volpe to team with him 
if he should be nominated is 
somewhat surprising. 

A Rockefeller - Volpe ticket 
would be out of balance geo¬ 
graphically. 

Rut political analysts think 
Rockefeller would be obliged 
to forget about geographical 
considerations and pick some¬ 
one like Volpe to run with him 
to bolster his ow-n chances. 

This, of course, is long-dis¬ 
tance crystal ball gazing. A 
great many things must happen 
before Rockefeller can mov® 
into the forefront as a Presi¬ 
dential contender.

Stricken after 45 

SAN FRANCISCO (UPI) — 
It’s yes and no whether dia¬ 
betes can be prevented, re¬ 
ports a University of Califor¬ 
nia pi ilessor. 

"The onset of diabetes can 
be delayed several years by 
early recognition of its symp¬ 
toms and appropriate treat¬ 
ment.’’ Dr. Peter H. Forsham 
said. "Occasionally it can be 
prevented in this manner.” 

Forsham, president of the 
San F rancisco Diabetes Asso¬ 
ciation, observed that only 
five per cent of all diabetes 
victims contact the disease 

| during childhood. The vast 
majority get diabetes after 
age 45. 

“A history of diabetes in the 
family should make one 
watchful for signs of the dis¬ 
ease." he said.

$3,000 Grant 
To Member Of 
Local Faculty 

A lecturer in Sacred Scrip¬ 
ture at Newton College of the 
Sacred Heart has been award¬ 
ed the 1967 Pfeiffer Fellow¬ 
ship of the Harvard Divinity 
School. 

Dean L. Moe, of Water- 
town, one of six Harvard 
theologians now on the New¬ 
ton College faculty, will use 
the $3,000 fellowship for a 
year of study in the Midde 
East. The grant will be sup¬ 
plemented by scholarship 
aid from Harvard. 

The first New Testament 
scholar to win the coveted 
award, Mr. Moe was selected 
from candidates nominated by 
the combined faculties of the 
Old and the New Testament at 
the Divinity School. 

Under the fellowship, he will 
study the historical growth 
and development of the early 
Christian Church. His project 
will involve archeological work 
in Israel, as well as travel to 
ancient sites of importance to 
early Christian history in Tur¬ 
key, Lebanon, and Greece. 

Although Mr. Moe will 
work independently most of 
the time, he will spend sev¬ 
eral weeks this summer with 
a Harvard expedition, learn¬ 
ing the methods of archeo¬ 
logical exploration and eval¬ 
uation. 

A native of Grafton, North 
Dakota. Mr. Moe received his 
bachelor of arts and bachelor 
of divinity degrees from Con¬ 
cordia College, Moorhead, 
Minn., and Luther Theological 
Seminary, St. Paul, Minn., re¬ 
spectively.

STANFORD. Calif. (UPI) - 
Fifteen million persons now 
watch educational television 
(ETV) — twice the number of 
the 1960 audience.

"If our school expendi¬ 
tures continue to rise at a 
rate of from SI million to 
$1.5 million a year, it will 
be necessary for us to in¬ 
crease the tax rate, broad¬ 
en the city’s tax base or 
obtain greater financial as¬ 
sistance from the State. 

"It is my considered judg¬ 
ment, incidentally, that we 
must broaden the city's tax 
base through new construc¬ 
tion which is not out of char¬ 
acter with the neighborhood

Below, 
the Bird Lumber Company, 
the river is grossly polluted, I 
but a few hundred yards be¬ 
low the dam it isn’t too bad, 
and there are some tremen¬ 
dous bass. One workman from 
the lumber company W'ent out 
fishing before work about a 
month ago and caught three 
five pounders, on a surface 
plug. 

SPINNING ROD GUIDES 

Many people have asked me 
w’hy they don’t get more dis¬ 
tance with their spinning out¬ 
fits. Often it’s because their 
line Is too heavy, or because 
it isn’t filled close enough to 
the lip of the spool, causing 
excess friction. Another rea¬ 
son, though, can be the size 
of the butt guide on the spin -1 
ning rod. Most mass produc¬ 
ed rods are sold with butt j 
guides of a diameter too 
small for good casting. This 
causes undue friction, and I 
just destroys potentially good 
casts. If your butt guide isn’t 
at least an inch in diameter, 
remove it and get a bigger 
one. Even a huge guide, as 
wide as two inches, would he 
| preferable to those tiny ones 
on most rods.

In spite of the attention 
focused on Cuttyhunk Island, 
after the landing there of a 
73 pound Striper last week, 
the hottest location in the 
j state for big Stripers right 
now Is Cape Cod Bay.

STANFORD, Calif. (UPI) —

Theodore Gordon, of Doug¬ 
las Space Systems Center, said 
biologists predict that men 
will have longer lives because 
there will be millions of artifi¬ 
cial hearts, livers and other 
organs available. 

“Millions of these units will 
be installed before the end of 
the century,” Gordon reported 
at a Stanford University con¬ 
ference.

— “Psychological, chemical, 
and physical techniques will 
give man the ability to control 
behavior of other men without 
force.”

— “Potentially inheritable 
defects could be detected and 
corrected (by 2 . 0001 .” 

— “The pharmaceutical equi¬ 
valent of the liquor store in 
which chemicals can be ob¬ 
tained to buy any mood, from 
euphoria to mystic contem¬ 
plation. Wives, perhaps, will 
slip anti-grouch pills into their 
husband's coffee.” 

— “Pleasure centers” in 
man’s brain can be triggered 
by electrical impulses — man 
may be wired to be happy.”

You lli Attack 
Probe Sets Up 
No New Leads 

Newton police are continu¬ 
ing their investigation into 
the attack Saturday night on 
a Newton Highlands youth as 
the boy continues to make 
good progress at the Newton- 
Wellesley Hospital. 

Arthur Bosselman, 20, of 
353 Elliot Street and his 
friend. Patty Silvestrone of 6 
Kenneth street, both of New¬ 
ton Highlands, were the vic¬ 
tims of an attack by an un¬ 
known gang of youths at the 
corner of Elliot and Chestnut 
Sts. 

Bosselman told Newton po¬ 
lice that the gang threw bot¬ 
tles and rocks at his car, 
breaking two windows. When 
he stopped his car to investi¬ 
gate, the ruffians dragged 
him to the street and assault¬ 
ed him. When he arrived at 
police headquarters with his 
mother and friend to report 
the attack, he was cut and 
bruised on the head and arms 
and his clothes were torn. 
Later he was taken to the 
hospital were he was admit¬ 
ted with what was described 
as a possible concussion. The 
attack on Bosselman climaxed 
an evening of disturbance in 
the area by an unknown gang. 
Police were investigating re¬ 
ports of disturbances in the 
area when the attack oc¬ 
curred. 

Although over the weekend 
two suspects were questioned 
about the incident, no leads 
have turned up as to the 
identity of Bosselman’s at¬ 
tackers. Police report that the 
investigation will continue al¬ 
though ‘‘hardly anything has 
developed.”

Few people on the Field Day 
site received much sleep at all 
Saturday night as they were 
too busy trying to contact oth¬ 
er hams, even during the wee 
hours of Sunday morning. 
Nevertheless, everyone enjoy¬ 
ed himself during the week¬ 
end, and all who were invol¬ 
ved in the test hope to con¬ 
duct similar Field Day opera¬ 
tions in years to come.

ISRAEL FLAYS MOVE TO DRIVE IT OUT OF JERUSALEM 

MOSLEM PAKISTAN sought new UN action .*o drive 
Israel out of the Old City of Jerusalem, calling on the Securi¬ 
ty Council, which has the authority to impose economic and 
military sanctions, to force the Israelis to give up the por¬ 
tions of Jerusalem they captured last month. Immediate sup¬ 
port from the Soviet Union and Jordan were given to the 
resolution. 

Israeli Foreign Minister Abba Eban defended the take¬ 
over of Jerusalem in a speech to the General Assembly which 
yesterday resumed its emergency Middle East session. The 
angry Eban told the assembly: “We have just lived through 
one c fthe most disgraceful hours in our history — an hour 
filled with religious bigotry and hate.” He based his argu¬ 
ment on Israeli’s offer to put the holy places of Christianity, 
Judaism and Islam under the administration of the religious 
leaders of the respective faiths. He said this was “a land¬ 
mark in international reconciliation.” 

BRITISH ARMY MOVES INTO RIOTOUS HONG KONG 

THE BRITISH ARMY moved yesterday to help Hong 
Kong police restore order after five days of violence by pro- 
Communist Chinese apparently stirred up by inflammatory 
Peking broadcasts. 

At least two Chinese were shot to death and scores more 
were injured when mobs ran wild in the British crown colony 
during the day in hit-and-run arson and bomb attacks and 
battled riot police. The regular army troops were called out 
shortly after Colonial Secretary David R. Holmes said the 
rioting had entered “a new phase of violence and terrorism.” 

CHINA SAYS 4 U. S. JETS FIRED ON ITS BORDER GUARDS 

COMMUNIST CHINA charged thai four U.S. Air Force 
jet fighter-bombers fired rockets last night at Chinese fron¬ 
tier guards along the border with North Vietnam. Peking 
faid four Chinese soldiers were wounded. 

The new official New China News Agency, in a broad¬ 
cast monitored in Tokyo, said the four planes intruded into 
Chinese airspace and attacked near Tunghsing. a border point 
on the Gulf of Tonkin. The news agency identified the jets as 
F105 Thunderchiefs and said they struck at 5 p.m. 

MOBUTO LIFTS EMERGENCY IN MOST OF CONGO 

THE GOVERNMENT of Congolese President Joseph Mo- 
buto has lifted a state of emergency in all but the two pro¬ 
vinces of Kivu and Oriental as 'he International Red Cross 
attempted to arrange a temporary cease-fire in the rebel¬ 
lious eastern region. 

The Red Cross hoped to evacuate about 150 white foreign 
nationals, including some 20 Americans and women and chil¬ 
dren, being held by mercenary rebel forces at Kisangani. In 
Brussels, Saebna Airlines said that two planes will leave for 
Kinshasa Thursday night in hopes of airlifting the hostages.

McNAMARA DOESN'T EXPECT RESERVES CALLUP 

DEFENSE SECRETARY Robert S. McNamara announc¬ 
ed yesterday that 20.000 to 30.000 addrtional U.S. troops will 
be sent to Vie'nam within the next 90 days. Even more will 
be needed, he said, but not enough to call up reserves. The 
immediate reinforcements already were planned and will 
bring American forces in the war to their currently author¬ 
ized ceiling of 480,000 men, he said after a White House 
meeting with President Johnson. 

McNamara refused to say how many additional troops 
will be needed, or when the administration's final decision 
w ill be made. But he made clear he tnnught the United States 
and its allies could make more efficient use of the forces it 
already has on the scene. 

IRS BOSS ADMITS 1,010 WIRETAP CASES 

THE INTERNAL REVENUE Seivice yesterday admitted 
1.010 cases where IRS agents had used wire taps, electronic 
bugs and other eavesdropping devices to snoop on private 
citizens without their consent. 

IRS Commissioner Sheldon S. Cohen conceded that these 
cases — all prior to July 1986 — represented “improper" con¬ 
duct. Cohen indicated, however, that he felt that the 1.010 
cases uncovered by a special board were few compared to 
the “hundreds of thousands" of criminal investigations con¬ 
ducted by his tax collecting agency. 

IKE RECEIVES CLEAN BILL OF HEALTH 

FORMER PRESIDENT Dwight D Eisenhower received 
a clean bill of health yesterday from doctors at Walter Reed 
Army Medical Center after undergoing two days of testing. 

During his 48-hour stay, Eisenhower underwent treat¬

Less Parking 
At Air Rights 
Area Approved 

An amendment to Newton's 
parking ordinance as well as 
permissive use to allow a re¬ 
duction in the required num¬ 
ber of parking spaces for the 
proposed air rights develop¬ 
ment at Newton Corner was 
approved by the Board of 
Aldermen Monday night. 

The board approved the 
changes by a vote of 200 
with four members absent. 

Claims and Rules Commit¬ 
tee Chairman Franklin N. 
Flaschner told the aldermen 
that the committee felt a re¬ 
duction in the parking space 
requirement was justified in 
a case where there was to be 
a combined use of the facili¬ 
ties. 

In the case of the air rights 
development where an office 
building, hotel and resturants 
are proposed for construction, 
the spaces would be occupied 
at different times of the day 
and night for different pur¬ 
poses. 

Patrons of the hotel and 
restaurants would not be 
parking as many cars during 
the hours when the office 
building patrons would be 
making fullest use of the 
parking facilities. 

The petitioner was granted 
permission to provide 700 
parking spaces instead of the 
previously required 800. 

He can add parking facili¬ 
ties at any time without fur¬ 
ther permission from the 
aldermen as long as the 
height of the parking garage 
does not exceed six stories.

Hang Onto The Reins 

The seemingly never ending spiral of wages and 
prices went into another round this week with the 
opening of contract bargaining between the automobile 
industry and the United Automobile Workers Union. 

Even before the contract talks opened, Henry 
Ford II predicted a substantial increase in new car 
prices this fall because of falling profits and climbing 
costs. 

Walter Reuther, president of the UAW, has an¬ 
nounced he will demand substantial increases in wages 
for his 650,000 members, plus a guaranteed annual 
wage. He and his w'orkers claim they intend to be 
adamant in their demands. The nig three auto mak¬ 
ers—General Motors, Chrysler and Ford—promise to 
be equally unyielding in resisting the demands. 

Therefore, it is the consensus that one of the three 
big firms will be struck on Sept. 6, the contract expira¬ 
tion date, if there is no settlement. It is expected to be 
a long strike, perhaps the longest in the stormy history 
of UAW-Big Three labor relations. 

The threat of a protracted strike in the auto indus¬ 
try—with its consequent reverberations throughout the 
entire economy—comes at a time when President John¬ 
son and his economic advisors arc worrying about in¬ 
flation and talk of a tax hike to curb it. 

Not being economists, we have no pat solution to 
offer LBJ. who must feel like a cowpoke on a runaway 
horse. We can offer only our sympathy and the hope 
he hangs onto the reins.

Political Highlights 

There will be some candidates who, after getting 
their names in the newspapers, will not even visit Bos¬ 
ton City Hall to pick up their nomination papers. They 
have had their moment of political glory, such at it 
was, and now they’ll fade back into obscurity. 

These are the candidates who cause election authori¬ 
ties to fume with indignation. Most of them probably 
had no real intention of running for Mayor. Yet, they 
put the city and its taxpayers to the expense of print¬ 
ing nomination papers which will simply gather dust 
until they are thrown out. 

They are responsible for the fact that election 
officials periodically urge that candidates applying 
for nomination papers be required to pay the cost 
of preparing and printing the papers. The idea isn’t 
a bad one. It would serve to discourage frivolous 
candidates, a wasteful practice and needless expense 
to the taxpayers.

Green Thumb Writer Wins 
Top ’67 National Honors 


Officials of the Jackson 
Homestead last week partici¬ 
pated in the Institute spon¬ 
sored by the Connecticut 
Valley Historical Museum at 
Smith College in Northamp¬ 
ton. 

The Jackson Homestead 
which is owned and maintain¬ 
ed by the City of Newton was 
chosen to participate in the 
Institute on Decorative Arts 
and Local History because of 
its widely recognized active 
collaboration with the New¬ 
ton Schools. 

Mrs. E. Graham Bates, 
former Chairman of the Jack- 
son Homestead, served as a 
panelist in a discussion: 
“Should a Local History Pro¬ 
gram be Part of a School’s

Doc, a writer for nearly 25 
years, was selected for this 
national journalism honor be¬ 
cause his down-to-earth col-1 
umns provide inspiration, ed- 
ucation and entertainment for ' 
many of America’s 50 million I 
gardeners. The Abraham fam¬ 
ily have also owned and op-j 
erated a successful green¬ 
house and landscape business 1 
during that period. 

In 1954, Doc was cited by 
the National Garden Bureau 
in Chicago for his work in 
the field of horticultural jour¬ 
nalism. In I960, at the 78th an¬ 
nual convention of the Ameri¬ 
can Seed Trade Association in 
Chicago, THE GREEN 
THUMB was named the most 
outstanding horiticultural 
writer in America by a dis¬ 
tinguished group of news¬ 
paper editors and plant scien¬ 
tists. 

The award-winning garden 
writer teams up with his wife, 
Katy, to put their down-to- 
earth Ideas before an esti¬ 
mated 6,000.000 gardeners.

New Rates For 
Parcels Now In 
Effect In P.O. 

Mailers are now able to 
send 25 pound parcels be¬ 
tween first class post offices 
which are 150 miles or more 
apart. Postmaster Ephraim 
Martin stated. The previous 
weight limit was 20 pounds, 
he said. 

This is the first of five in¬ 
creases scheduled to take 
effect annually until 1971, 
when a 40 pound, 84 Inch 
maximum size wiil be author¬ 
ized between all first class 
post offices. Size limitations 
are now 72 inches in combin¬ 
ed girth and length. 

The next increase, on July 
1. 1968, will raise the weight 
limit to 30 pounds. On July 1, 
1969, the weight limit will be 
increased from 30 to 40 
pounds; on July 1, 1970, the 
size will be increased to 78 
inches; and on July 1, 1971, 
the size is scheduled to be in¬ 
creased to 84 inches. 

Postmaster Martin also re¬ 
minded mailers that parcels 
weighing up to 40 pounds can 
be mailed between first class 
post offices LESS than 150 
miles apart. 

Packages addressed to and 
from 2nd, 3rd, and 4th class 
post offices, Alaska and 
Hawaii are not affected by 
the increase in size and 
weight provisions of the Pub¬ 
lic Law 89-573, which became 
effective Jan. 15, he said. 
Parcel post mailings to and 
from these offices remain at 
70 pounds and 100 inches.

plans. If it la not built by 
1970 the city rould exercise 
its right. 

In addition, the lldermen ap¬ 
propriated $6,700 to construct 
a high woven wooden fence to 
screen the toll road from the 
view of residents of the Hun- 
newell Hill area where the 
highway is at street level. 
Permission for the city to con¬ 
struct the fence was part of 
the agreement. The fence 
must be put up within 120 
days, according to the agree¬ 
ment. 

Alderman William Hopkins, 
who called for action on the 
fence appropriation, told the 
board that the request had 
been on the docket for two 
years. He said the 120 day 
limitation necessitated immedi¬ 
ate action. 

The Newton Corner fire 
station reimbursement had 
been a hone of contention 
between the Turnpike Au¬ 
thority and the dty since the 
highway was built. 

After the Turnpike Author¬ 
ity paid the city for two other 
similar takings, ;he Supreme 
Court ruled in another case 
that a governmental agency 
did not necessarily have to pay 
a municipality for land tak¬ 
ing. 

However, the city of Newton 
maintained that the late Mas¬ 
sachusetts Turnpike Author¬ 
ity Chairman William F. Calla¬ 
han had agreed to the $255,000 
settlement for the fire station. 

As part of the new agree¬ 
ment Newton will turn over 
to the Authority some small 
parcels, most of which are 
immediately adjacent to the 
toll road. 

The city also agreed that 

changes in the traffic pattern 
at Newton Corner, including 
lights, signs, etc., must meet| 
the approval of the Turnpike 
Authority.

Congressman James A. 
Burke of the local 11th District 
has announced that President 
Lyndon B. Johnson has ap¬ 
proved and signed his bill H.R. 
3349 which provides for the 
duty free admission of un¬ 
wrought nickel, nickel powder 
and ferronickel. 

The bill introduced by Burke 
on January 23, 1967, would 
benefit all consumers of nickel 
products in * the production 
stage of various forms of steel, 
principally stainless steel. 

Estimates on the savings 
per ton in the manufacturing 
of stainless steel by the enact¬ 
ment of this legislation have 
been as high as $15. This would 
place these industries in a bet¬ 
ter competitive position 
throughout the world in that 
the cost of production would 
be greatly reduced. 

This temporary suspension 
will be effective until Septem¬ 
ber 30, 1967. Provisions have 
been made in the Kennedy 
Round to lift this duty some¬ 
time after the expiration of 
this temporary suspension. 


Swimming Pool 
Tips On Safety 
For The Summer 

NEW YORK (UPI)-It 
shouldn’t take the edge off 
your swimming fun this sum¬ 
mer to remember that 7,000 
persons die from drowning 
in this country each year- 
most of them needlessly. 

Fully half the American 
population cannot swim at all, 
while another 42 per cent 
swim poorly, and only 8 per 
cent can swim well. 

If you are a backyard pool 
owner, it is up to you to make 
sure your pool is not the site 
of a tragedy. 

If you care enough about 
swimming to invest in a priv¬ 
ate pool, you should see that 
family members receive in¬ 
structions and learn to swim 
well. At least one adult, 
preferably more, should have 
lifesaving instruction. All 
members of the family should 
be taught the elements of 
water safety — never swim 
alone; look before you dive; 
no roughhousing in the water. 
Safety rules should be en¬ 
forced On family and guests 
alike. 

Your pool should be built 
with safety foremost in mind. 
It should be securely fenced 
against unauthorized use; 
the pool deck should have a 
non-slip finish; deck and 
equipment such as diving 
boards should be checked 
regularly and needed repairs 
made at once. 

First aid authorities at 
Johnson & Johnson recom¬ 
mend that every home pool 
have four basic items of 
safety equipment: 

—An adequate supply of 
flotation devices such as 
belts, rings, jackets. All 
toddlers and non-swimmers 
of any age should wear such 
a device around the pool. 

—A shepherds crook — or 
even a long bamboo pole 
which will extend half way 
across the pool. Such a de¬ 
vice can be used by even a 
non-swimmer to help some¬ 
one in trouble in the pool. 

—A first-aid kit for fast 
treatment of the inevitable 
scrapes, scratches, and cuts 
to prevent infection. 

—An S-shaped plastic tube 
—used in mouth-to-mouth 
rescue breathing in the event 
of an immersion emergency. 
Currently, this is the most 
widely recommended method 
of resuscitation and the tube 
refines and speeds up tne 
'technique effectively.

The fresh, tantalizing taste 
of green peas picked fresh 
from the fields has been added 
to the swelling wave of pro¬ 
duce from local farms, says 
the Massachusetts Department 
of Agriculture. Green peas are 
one of almost two dozen veg¬ 
etables rating best buys list¬ 
ing this week. They’re espe¬ 
cially delicious served with 
potatoes and peppered cream, 
with curried rice or in a veg¬ 
etable goulash. 

Italian and Zucchini squash j 
are becoming more plentiful, j 
while Cape strawberries are 
abundant and reasonably 
priced. Other money savers in¬ 
clude beets and beetgreens, 
broccoli rabe, cabbage, collard 
and mustard greens, scallions, 
radishes, chicory and escarole, 
rhubarb, spinach, greenhouse 
tomatoes and a super-abund¬ 
ance of lettuce—iceberg, Ro- 
maine, Boston, Bibb and salad 
bowl. 

While eggs in general went 
up a bit, pullets, mediums and 
extra large eggs continue to 
be good buys. 

Today’s Agri-Fact: Egg size 
is no indication of quality, just 
the grades—AA, A, etc. Grade 
A pullets are every bit as 
tasty and flavor-rich as extra 
large. And a dozen pullets 
weigh 18 ounces to 27 ounces 
for a dozen extra large. Eggs 
still give about the best buy 
in high protein food—large 
eggs at 69c a dozen is equal 
to 40 cents a pound. Compared 
to any other high protein food 
—such as lean ground chuck 
—it can be seen what a truly 
excellent value our local egg 
producers are offering. 


Argentina Has 
Tea With Kick

BUENOS AIRES (UPI)— 
It tastes so bad it must be 
good, and thousands of “gau- 
chos” in the Southern Cone 
of South America spent al¬ 
most the livelong day sipping 
it. 

They say that yerba mate 
(YER-bah MAH-tay) stimu¬ 
lates them. Besides, they like 
the taste. 

Would you like to try some? 
Argentina has more than it 
needs. At last count, there 
were about 170,000 tons of the 
shredded leaves in ware¬ 
houses. That’s enough to last 
this country more than a 
year. 

Mate (or “ilex Paraguay- 
ensis”) first came from wild 
trees in Paraguayan and 
northern Argentinan jungles. 
In the early part of this cen¬ 
tury, Argentina encouraged 
farmers to grow mate bushes 
in plantations. Mate is a 
cousin to European holly, but 
its leaves don’t have sharp 
points. 

As consumption grew, so 
did production and imports. 
But in recent years, many 
persons switched to soft 
drinks for refreshment, while 
the mate supply did not di¬ 
minish. 

Now, with Argentina pro¬ 
duction and imports from 
Paraguay and Brazil, there 
is more of the stuff than any¬ 
one wants to drink. It has 
been difficult to shut off im¬ 
ports (costing around $4 
million dollars a year), be¬ 
cause of agreements in the 
Latin American Free Trade 
Association. 

Many drinkers prefer the 
Paraguayan variety. Those 
neighbors to the north say 
their mate is made better, 
because it comes from wild 
trees.

1966 were $400 for Newton 
residents and $500 for non¬ 
residents. 

The amount of local tax 
support furnished the school 
in 1966 was $298,756, when 504 
pupils attended. 

The Committee, projecting 
the tax support needed in 
1971 for the same number of 
students, said it would in¬ 
crease to $619,296. 

If the City acts on the 
final recommendation of 
the Study Committee, it 
would no longer have con¬ 
trol of the school curricu¬ 
lum, management and per¬ 
sonnel.

anyone talk of fishing for 
them, certain streams con¬ 
tain quite a few. 

These fish are so beautiful, 
and run to such good size, 
(four or five pounds isn’t un¬ 
usually large for Browns,) 
that those who catch them 
regularly keep their meth¬ 
ods secret. This is under¬ 
standable, since the supply 
isn’t endless, and the good 
spots are practically unfished. 

Perhaps the most well 
known sea-run trout stream 
is Scorton Creek, which runs 
into Cape Cod Bay at Sand¬ 
wich. Nearby Sandwich 
Creek also holds these trout, 
as doas Pamet River, runn¬ 
ing into the bay at Truro. On 
the south side of the cape, 
the Mashpee, Santuit, Mars- 
tons Mills, and Quashnet 
River also hold sea-run trout. 
On the north shore, the Ips¬ 
wich River contains big ones, 
especially in the tide pools 
below Ipswich High School, 
where trout to nine pounds 
have been seen. 

Most sea run trout over a 
pound or two are browns. 
The Brookies, also known as 
“salters,” rarely run over 
two pounds. Rainbows are 
relatively rare.

Professor Curran Named 
To New Health-Law Post 


William J. Curran of Chest-, 
nut Hill, Dean-Director of Me- 
trocenter and Metropolitan I 
College, Boston University, i 
and founder of the Lavv-Medi- 1 
cine Institute at the Univers¬ 
ity, has been named Visting 
Professor of Health Law in 1 
the faculty of Public Health 
and the Faculty of Medicine at 
Harvard, effective July 1. His 
appointment is announced by 
Dr. John C. Snyder, Dean of 
the Harvard School of Public 
Health and by Dr. Robert H. 
Ebert, Dean of the Harvard 
Medical School. 

“Professor Curran,” said the 
two Deans in their announce¬ 
ment, “will serve in a totally 
new capacity at the juncture 
of medicine and law, bringing 
to each a better understand¬ 
ing of the problems common : 
to the two professions. At the 
same time he will study the 
areas of social responsibility i 
in which physicians and other 
health professionals will find I 
themselves increasingly in¬ 
volved in the future.’’ 

Drs. Snyder and Ebert re-| 
ferred to the increased parti¬ 
cipation of physicians in com¬ 
munity medicine, in the estab¬ 
lishment of medical centers 
for joint practice and for re¬ 
search, and their involvement 
in such federal programs as 
Medicare and Medicaid. Pro 
fessor Curran’s program also 
will concern the medical-legal 
aspects involved in human 
rights, in population control 
measures including birth con- j 
trol, and t<r those problems 
concerned with the use of hu-1 
mans in medical research. 

Professor Curran will work 
with students of the Harvard 
Medical School and the Har¬ 
vard School of Public Health; 
and will teach a medical-legal 
seminar at the Harvard Law 
School. 

“There is a need,” Profes¬ 
sor Curran believes, “for the 
training of a new kind of med¬ 
ical-legal persons — special¬ 
ists who can bridge the gap 
between the two disciplines. 
Law and medicine should 
mesh, not clash.” 

Professor Curran also plans 
to institute a collection of 
written materials at the junc¬ 
ture of medicine and law in¬ 
cluding books, periodicals and 
international agreements in

the field of public health as 
works in sanitation control, air 
and water pollution. 

“We will,” he says, “work 
closely with the World Health 
Organization and other inter¬ 
national groups in building 
this new library collection.” 

Professor Curran is 42. He 
received the LL.B. degree 
(with top honors) from Bos¬ 
ton College Law School in 
1950, the LL.M degree from 
Harvard Law School in 1951, 
and the S.M. Hygiene degree 
from the Harvard School of 
Public Health in 1958. 

He served as the first 
(1965) head of the group of 
educational, research and 
service units in Boston Uni¬ 
versity dedicated to serving 
the needs of the metropolitan- 
urban community. 

In this capacity he was re¬ 
sponsible for an extensive edu¬ 
cational program with over 
5,000 students in more than 500 
courses, institutes and other 
shortterm graduate, under¬ 
graduate and continuing edu¬ 
cational programs. 

In 1962 Professor Curran 
received a Ford Foundation 
International Law Faculty Fel¬ 
lowship for independent re¬ 
search in Great Britain con¬ 
cerning the legal, legislative, 
administrative and economic 
aspects of the British National 
Health Service. 

Professor Curran is legal 
counsel for the Medical Foun¬ 
dation, Inc., associate legal

At Mexico Univ. 

Miss Dianne Balcom, daugh¬ 
ter of Reverend and Mrs. John 
M. Balcom, 56 Columbus 
Street, is spending the sum¬ 
mer in Mexico City where she 
is enrolled at the University 
of the Americas along with 
a group of her classmates 
from West Virginia Wesleyan 
College. 

Because the over 2000 stu¬ 
dents at UA are not only from 
the United Stales but from 
more than 40 other countries, 
the school plays a distinctive 
role in intercultural and inter¬ 
national education. 

Accredited by the Southern 
Association of Colleges and 
Schools, the University has a 
larger enrollment of American 
students than any other 
school abroad. 

Classes are taught in Eng¬ 
lish by an internationally 
trained faculty but practically 
all students learn Spanish not 
only in the classroom but 
through their association with 
the people of Mexico. Most of 
them live in college-approved 
private Mexican homes. As a 
result, they become familiar 
with the customs and daily 
lives of their hosts.

In Mexico, Miss Balcom 
finds her intellectual perspec¬ 
tive widened by her venture 
into an environment in which 
glass-walled skycrapers stand 
within a few miles of ancient 
pyramids.

HOUSE OK's BILL AGAINST RACIAL RABBLE ROUSERS 

THE HOUSE APPROVED overwhelmingly legislation 
that would jail professional rabble-rousers who travel about 
this nation inciting riots. The antiriot bill, which followed 
four summers of violence capped off by the Newark riot, 
now goes to the Senate, where chances of passage appear 
good. 

It was the first federal legislation specifically aimed at 
the Negro ghetto riots. The bill would make it a federal 
crime to travel between states or use interstate facilities 
such as the mails with the intent of inciting violence. Pen¬ 
alties would be five years in prison, $10,000 fines or both. 
Opponents said that the bill might inflame Negroes even 
more and that the measure would be found unconstitutional 
the first time it was tested in the courts. 

UAW REVEALS DETAILS OF ANNUAL WAGE DEMAND 

THE UNITED AUTO WORKERS unwrapped yesterday 
the details of a guaranteed annual wage demand under whfch 
it would become a "privilege” to be laid off work. Louis G. 
Seaton, General Motor's top negotiator, said the plan would 
destroy the incentive to work and upset the traditional senior¬ 
ity system. He said senior workers, new the last to be laid 
off. would insist on being laid off first. 

UAW Vice President Leonard Woodcock said senior work¬ 
ers should get first crack at layoffs but would probably choose 
to continue working. He said persons laid off work would not 
sit back and collect the guaranteed wage for a full year be¬ 
cause state unemployment laws require such workers to re¬ 
port for assignment to other jobs. 

FORD SEES SPENDING CUTS HALTING TAX BOOST 

HOUSE REPUBLICAN LEADER Gerald R. Ford said if 
reports of forthcoming administration spending cuts come 
true, there w’ould be no justification for a tax increase. 

Ford told a news conference that he had information from 
government sources supporting published reports that Presi¬ 
dent Johnson has asked cabinet members to tell him where 
non-defense spending can be cut by 15 per cent. He also said 
he understood that Defense Secretary Robert S. McNamara 
is planning a $10 billion postponement cf Pentagon purchases.

HANOI REACTION TO RUSK’S REMARKS AWAITED 

REACTION FROM HANOI was oeing awaited today on 
what was regarded by some observers as Secretary Of State 
Rusk's indirect bid for a “military standstill” in the Vietnam 
War. At a news conference yesterday Rusk said the North 
Vietnamese are taking a terrific healing and sooner or later 
will be forced to make peace. “We believe they are not in a 
position to achieve their objectives . . . When they recognize 
that and accept the consequences of it. this is a political judg¬ 
ment in Hanoi to which we are not privy.” 

While in effect Rusk was counsei.ng Americans to stand 
firm in Vietnam, U.S. officials attached more than usual im¬ 
portance t? his remarks on a standstill, although they were 
not characterized as a direct feeler to Hanoi. 

TSHOMBE LOSES FIGHT TO ESCAPE EXTRADITION 

FORMER CONGOLESE PREMIER Moise Tshombe yes¬ 
terday apparently lost a court battle to escape extradition 
from Algeria to the Congo where he faces a death penalty 
for treason, informed sources said. 

A closed hearing on the Congolese government request 
for the kidnaped Tshombe's extradition was held in the 
supreme court criminal chambers in downtown Algiers. 
Tshombe's French lawyer, Rene Floriot, was barred from 
the proceedings. The high court promised to render a de¬ 
cision by Friday. It had to decide whether the Congo re¬ 
quest was based on criminal or political grounds. 

GEN. BULL CALLS FOR EGYPT, ISRAEL RESTRAINT 

GEN. ODD BULL of Norway, Commander of U.N. truce 
observers along the Suez Canal appealed urgently to Israel 
and Egypt yesterday to refrain from any action which could 
trigger renewed fighting between their armies faring each 
other across the 200-foot wide waterway. A new confronta¬ 
tion between Cairo and Jerusalem appeared to be shaping 
lip over where the Israeli Egyptian cease-fire line was drawn 
and use of the canal. 

U.A.R. President Gamal Abdel Nasser held lenglhly 
talks in Cairo with two other militant Arab leaders just 
returned from intensive arms aid discussions in Moscow 
with Kremlin leaders. The Arabs showed no indication of 
compromise with Israel.

A 5-cent increase in fares, 
boosting them from 25 to 30 
cents, will go into effect Aug. 
13 on the M&B bus line 
which serves Newton and a 
number of other communi¬ 
ties.

Officials representing the 
management of the M&B 
told Basbas and the Budget 
Committee they would make 
every possible effort to main¬ 
tain exisiting service with no 
curtailment. 

A $72,800 increase In the 
MBTA subsidy for the M & 

B had been sought to cover 
wage increases granted to 
the line’s bus operators un¬ 
der the Collective Bargain¬ 
ing Law. 

The M B T A management 
last week submitted a propos¬ 
al to the Advisory Board that 
ar. additional subsidy of 
$50,000 be allowed, that fares 
be raised 5 cents and that so- 
called "minor cuts” be made 
in bus service.

Mobile Swimming Pools 

We suggest that the Recreation Departments in 
this general locality, especially the City of Boston, 
employ the use of traveling swimming pools to teach 
children how to swim. 

In cities throughout the country Recreation De¬ 
partments utilize trailer-truck swimming pools to reach 
youngsters who do not get an opportunity otherwise 
to learn to swim. 

Even in towns and cities that have municipal 
swimming pools, trailer-pools are used because when 
the big, municipal pools are employed in the giving of 
aquatic lessons, they are closed to all others who might 
want to swim. In many communities the Olympic-size 
pools are barred to the general public at set hours dur¬ 
ing the week while swimming instruction classes are 
in progress. 

Officials found that by using mobile pools, they 
could teach more children to swim and not deny the 
use of municipal pools to the rest of the population. 

The mobile pools are about 30 feet long and 10 to 
12 feet wide. They look like the huge aluminum trailer- 
trucks that are such a familiar sight on our highways, 
the only difference being they are only about half as 
high and have no tops and, of course, the are filled with 
sparkling water, constantly filtered and purified. 

In the suburban town and cities of the Greater 
Boston area, the problem of getting the little kids to 
the beach or to a lake or to the municipal pool is not 
as great as it is in the low income areas of Boston 
proper. However, not everyone in the more affluent 
suburbs owns two cars or has other means of transpor¬ 
tation to swimming areas.

Therefore, we think it would be a good idea if 
travelling pools were to be included in the program of 
Recreation Departments of the cities and towns in this 
area. 

In Boston, recently, officials agreed to turn on 
hydrants on certain streets, which are then closed to 
traffic. The city-bound children are allowed to cavort 
in the water spraying forth from the hydrants. But 
that doesn't teach them to swim. 

We know that city and town governing bodies will 
argue that there are plenty of pools in Boys Clubs and 
YMCA buildings to take care of the needs of the chil¬ 
dren. But are there? 

In other cities, with comparable facilities, it has 
been found that a very large percentage of children, 
especially in lower income areas, never go near, or are 
not able to avail themselves of such facilities. Portable 
pools on wheels would be able to reach those not able 
to learn the fundamentals of swimming in any other 
way.

When Levered Saltonstall suddenly disclosed 
near the end of 1965 that he would not stand for 
reelection, Yolpe tried to persuade Brooke to with¬ 
hold an announcement of his candidacy for Salton- 
stall’s seat until a conference could be held between 
Yolpe, Brooke and then Lieutenant Governor and 
now Attorney General Elliot L. Richardson. 

Brooke, however, declined to wait in order to par¬ 
ticipate in such a sitdown, called a press conference 
for the following morning and publicly declared himself 
a candidate for the U. S. Senate. 

Now Volpe, reelected to the Governorship by a 
massive margin last November, is an unofficial candi¬ 
date for the Republican nomination for Vice President 
and, in the judgment of some political observers, is a 
sturdy darkhorse prospect for the top place on the 
GOP national ticket if a deadlock occurs at next year’s 
Republican national convention. 

Brooke has displayed little enthusiasm for 
Volpe’s political ambitions or for the idea that 
Volpe might wind up as the GOP nominee for either 
President or Vice President. 


Earlier in the year. Brooke 
intimated that he felt Volpe 
should not run as a favorite 
aon in the Massachusetts Pres- 
hut should stand aside to per¬ 
mit a meaningful fight in the 
Bay State between the top GOP 
Presidential contenders. 

Brooke’s views have had no 
effert whatever upon Volpe 
who is carefully weighing the 
advisability of entering not 
only the Massachusetts but also 
New Hampshire’s first-in-the 
nation Presidential primary. 

In fact, Volpe is seriously 
considering the possibility of 
seeking the convention \otrs 
of all the New England Slates 
except Rhode Island where 
Governor John Chafee is pub¬ 
licly heating the drums for 
Michigan Governor George 
Romney. 


Volpe has a great tleal to 
gain and little to lose hy pro¬ 
jecting himself as a favorite 
son candidate for the Presi¬ 
dency. 

He would be virtually cer¬ 
tain to top any challenger in 
his home State. He probably 
would he a favorite in the New 
Hampshire Presidential Pri- 
marv. He would have a good 
chance of picking up the con¬ 
vention votes in Maine, Ver¬ 
mont and Connecticut 

If Volpe were to go to the 
Republican national coinen- 
lion with the support of the 
delegations from Massachusetts, 
New Hampshire, Maine. Ver¬ 
mont and Connecticut, he 
would he a formidable figure 
in the battle for GOP Presiden¬ 
tial nomination and would cer¬ 
tainly he in a strong bargaining 
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position as far as second place 
on the Republican national 
ticket was concerned. 

Brooke doesn’t expect to see 
this happen. Indeed, he ap¬ 
parently considers that the con¬ 
jecture about Volpe gaining a 
place on the GOP national 
slate is just so much idle talk. 

Whatever Brooke may think 
and however he sizes up the 
situation, he is not in a posi¬ 
tion to try to block Volpe from 
seeking to achieve his objective 
and realize his political ambi¬ 
tions. 

As the first Negro ever elect¬ 
ed by popular vote to the L.S. 
Senate, Brooke holds a place 
of national prominence. 

Rut he does not ha\e Volpc’s 
political muscle in Massachu¬ 
setts or in any other New Eng¬ 
land State. 

Some very astute and sound 
political anal\ < see nothing 
strange or silly about the talk 
of V olpe as a Presidential or 
Vice Presidential prospect, par¬ 
ticularly since the GOP has 
no outstanding candidate. 

Governor Romney seems to 
be losing ground. The indica¬ 
tions are that he will gradually 
fade out of the picture. The 
better known he becomes, the 
more unimpressive he appears. 

Former Vice President Rich¬ 
ard M. Nixon is shopworn. He 
has no home base of strength 
in his adopted state of New 
York. Reports have been cir¬ 
culated that he may move to 
another state so that he would 
not go to the GOP convention 
without support in his borne 
delegation. 

New V ork Governor Nelson 
Rockefeller still would he han¬ 
dicapped by his divorce, al¬ 
though less so than four xears 
ago. Admirers of Barry Gold- 
water are waiting to knife him 
because of his refusal to help 
Gold water. 

Governor Ronald Reagan of 
California is known principally 
as a former movie actor and 
has yet to prove himself an 
outstanding administrator. 

As a Catholic, an Italian, a 
former hod-carrier, whose suc¬ 
cess story reads like a Horatio 
Alger novel, Volpe could draw 
votes in the northern industrial 
areas, where Republicans or¬ 
dinarily find the going rough. 

He could do that as a Presi¬ 
dential candidate; or as the 
Vice Presidential nominee he 
could provide tremendous help 
for the man puked hy the Re¬ 
publican national convention 
to stand for the Presidency. 

Volpe has won election to 
the Governorship three times 
in a Democratic statp. the third 
time achieving a victory of 
landslide proportions. 

’I hat in itself has made quite 
an impression upon the other 
Republican Governors who 
know and respect Volpe and 
who will have a good deal to 
say about the selection of the 
GOP candidates for President 
and Vice President. 

So there's nothing really 
silly about the idea that Volpe 
might be the choice for one of 
the two offices. 

It’s understandable that 
Brooke may want to have a 
major voice in pic king the offi¬ 
cial slate of candidates for 
election as delegates to next 
year’s Republican national 
convention. 

Rut it's also logical to expect 
that Volpe will insist that the 
entire Ray State contingent he 
loyal to him for as many bal¬ 
lots as he desires. That in itself 
could cause a rift with Brooke. 

Under a new law, the dele¬ 
gates must vote on the first 
ballot for the Presidential can¬ 
didate who tops the popularity 


poll. It is quite likely that will 
he V olpe himself. 

However, the battle for the 
GOP Presidential nomination 
u ill not be settled on one bal¬ 
lot, and Volpe will want to 
control the Massachusetts dele¬ 
gation until the fight is settled. 

It would he difficult and per¬ 
haps impossible for Brooke to 
oppose Volpe openly for either 
the Presidential or Vice Presi¬ 
dential nomination. Rut he 
might well seek to deliver the 
delegates responsive to him to 
a candidate not of Volpe’s 
liking. 

Governor Romney, inc iden¬ 
tally, built up Volpe and in¬ 
dicated his own uncertainty 
when he revealed publicly that 
he had requested Volpe to re¬ 
main out of the New Hampshire 
Presidential Primary. VV hen 
Volpes makes his dec ision on 
entering or staging out of that 
contest, Romney's wishes are 
not likely to he an overriding 
factor in influencing it. 

Supporters of Viet War 
Having Second Thoughts 

Many people who have been 
staunch supporters of the John¬ 
son administration's policies 
in Vietnam are beginning to 
have second thoughts on the 
matter. 

A feeling is growing that we 
are not being told the entire 
story about the war in Viet¬ 
nam. that we are not really 
winning the war there and that 
there is no prospect that we 
will win it in the reasonably 
near future. 

W hat is shoe-king many per¬ 
sons are the dispatches from 
Saigon reporting that for the 
first time in the Vietnam war 
more Americans are being 
killed than South V ietnamese. 

The tough, experienced 
American forces have taken on 
and the V iet Cong forces while 
the South V ietnamese troops to 
a greater extent are being de¬ 
ployed to protect the villages 
and the peasants living in them. 

That sounds too much as if 
we're fighting the war and the 
South Vietnamese are retiring 
to the sidelines. 

Shocking, too, are the stark 
figures showing that more 
Americ an boys died in V iet- 
nam during the first 27 weeks 
of this year than in all of last 
year. That isn’t exactly a re¬ 
assuring report. 

It seems obvious that the 
bombing raids on North Viet¬ 
nam have neither stopped the 
flow of supplies to the south 
nor broken the will of the 
North Vietnamese to fight on. 

The critical point in this 
war from the standpoint of the 
American people may he 
reached shortly after the com¬ 
ing elections in Vietnam. 

Some sound students of gov¬ 
ernment believe that South 
Vietnam will remain a dicta¬ 
torship and not become a 
democracy , election or no 
election. 

If time proves them right, a 
cry certainly will he raised as 
to whether American boys are 
fighting and dying to main¬ 
tain a dictatorship. 

Even now it seems reason¬ 
able to ask whose war this is 
- ours or that of the South 
Vietnamese. 

We have a draft. We take 
hoys from their homes and 
lives and train them to fight 
in the jungles of South Vietnam 
which has no draft. Officials 
there explain that it would 
not he feasible to have one. 
among them, recoiled a few 
months ago at the suggestion 
hy pacifists that we pack up 
and get out of Vietnam.

No Magic In Low 

New Ion Tax Kale

Twice in the last two weeks, 
I have seen in print the proud 
assertion that the City of 
Newton has one of the lowest 
tax rates of all the cities in 
Massachusetts. Since the 
source of this claim in one 
instance was the Mayor of 
Newton and. in the other, an 
untitled document that ap¬ 
parently was some kind of 
annual city report, I feel that 
a statement so misleading 
should not go unchallenged. 

It is a fact that the actual 
tax rate figure for Newton 
is comparatively low. On the 
latest available figures 
(1966), Newton ranked sev¬ 
enth lowest among the 39 
cities of Massachusetts. As 
anyone with even the most 
elemental knowledge of muni¬ 
cipal finance knows, however, 
actual tax rate figures are 
meaningless on a compara¬ 
tive basis because of the wide 
variations in assessment ra¬ 
tios employed by the various 
communities. 

Lawrence, for example, 
assesses property at about 30 
per cent of true value, New¬ 
ton at 44 per cent and Spring- 
field at 85 per cent and con¬ 
sequently those three com¬ 
munities wound up with 1966 
tax rates of $99.30, $72.20 and 
$51.15. 

Newton, in the light of this 
ratio consideration has no 
more reason to crow over its 
rate being lower than Law¬ 
rence’s than it has to apolo¬ 
gize for being so much higher 
than Springfield’s. 

If a valid comparison is to 
be made, it is not actual tax 
rate figures that can be used 
but rather (1) equalized tax 
rates (i.e. what the rates 
would be if all cities were 
assessing at 100 per cent of 
market value) and, equally 
important (2) the property 
tax levy per capita. 

With respect to equalized 
tax rates, Newton still comes 
off fairly well, ranking about 
twenty - fourth or fifteenth 
lowest among the 39 cities in 
Massachusetts. 

However, that favorable 
position results in large part 
from the fact that Newton’s 
property tax base is so rel¬ 
atively large, in fact being 
greater proportionately than 
that of any city except 
Everett. It is this fortunate 
fact that permits Newton to 
levy property taxes amount¬ 
ing to approximately $265 per 
person in the community, an 
amount which only Boston 
< $247 1 and Cambridge i$232> 
even remotely approach. 

I have no quarrel with the 
wealthy City of N e w t o n 
spending and taxing at this 
highest level, commensurate 
with its wealth, particularly 
since so much of its outlay 
is in the field of education. 
As a citizen and taxpayer, 
however, I do resent any ef-

Legislation proposed by Rep. 
Theodore D. Mann of Newton, 
to give relief to holders of 
home and car insurance poli¬ 
cies has been approved in the 
House and sent to the State

An in-ground J 
pool can be installed for the 
cost of a popular-make car or 
a few weeks of vacation for |

are above-ground pools to 
suit ary need and budget. 

The backyard pool is right 
at hand for a quick morning 
dip. a relaxing after-work 
swim, for afternoons of fun 
for t^e youngsters and their 
friends, pleasant evening par¬ 
ties for the grown-ups. 

It can provide maximum fun 
with minimum problems if it 
is properly chosen for a fam¬ 
ily’s needs, well located, 
properly maintained and man¬ 
aged.

It 
will pay to investigate care¬ 
fully several makes and 
models to find the one best 
for your property and your 
family.

Argentina Has 
Tea With Kiek

BUENOS AIRES (UPI)— 
It tastes so bad it must be 
good, and thousands of “gau- 
chos” in the Southern Cone 
of South America spent al¬ 
most the livelong day sipping 
it. 

They say that yerba mate 
(YER-bah MAH-tay) stimu¬ 
lates them. Besides, they like 
the taste. 

Would you like to try some? 
Argentina has more than it 
needs. At last count, there 
were about 170,000 tons of the 
shredded leaves in ware¬ 
houses. That’s enough to last 
this country more than a 
$ear. 

Mate (or “ilex Paraguay- 
ensis”) first came from wild 
trees in Paraguayan and 
northern Argentinan jungles. 
In the early part of this cen¬ 
tury, Argentina encouraged 
farmers to grow 7 mate bushes 
in plantations. Mate is a 
cousin to European holly, but 
its leaves don't have sharp 
points. 

As consumption grew, so 
did production and imports. 
But in recent years, many 
persons switched to soft 
drinks for refreshment, while 
the mate supply did not di¬ 
minish. 

Now, with Argentina pro¬ 
duction and imports from 
Paraguay and Brazil, there 
is more of the stuff than any¬ 
one wants to drink. It has 
been difficult to shut off im¬ 
ports (costing around $4 
million dollars a year), be¬ 
cause of agreements in the 
Latin American Free Trade 
Association. 

Many drinkers prefer the 
Paraguayan variety. Those 
neighbors to the north say 
their mate is made better, 
because it comes from wild 
trees. 


and almost all require fenc¬ 
ing. Even if fencing is not a 
legal requirement in your 
area, do plan on this im¬ 
portant safety measure.

William H. Sheltmire, a 
man dedicated to backyard 
pool fun, suggests that a pool 
be situated where the after¬ 
noon sun can reach it. While 
an early morning dip is re¬ 
freshing, he says, owners 
genera’Jy will find they enjoy 
their pools most in afternoon 
and early evening, after the 
clay's chores are out of the 
way 

Sheltmire, merchandising 
manager for Olin Chemicals, 
markets a line of pool chem¬ 
icals. He says “an in-ground 
pool owner need spend no 
more than two hours a week 
on pool maintenance, and 
above-ground pools require 
even less care.” 

Today, according to Shelt¬ 
mire, simple pool testing en¬ 
ables even the most un¬ 
scientific housewife to de¬ 
termine how many special 
tablets need be dropped in to 
raise or lower the alkalinity 
of pool water. Proper water 
alkalinity prevents eye irrita¬ 
tion. An iron stabilizer helps 
prevent rust. Filter powders 
remove loreign matter as the 
water enters the pool. Pool 
clarifiers eliminate foreign 
matter and suspended solids. 
A variety of equipment, such 
as pool vacuum cleaners 
skimmers that keep the sur¬ 
face free of leaves and other 
floating debris, and vinyl re¬ 
pair k’ts make maintenance 
simple. 

Most families, of course, 
will wart to share their pool 
with iner.ds. To be sure the 
sharing remains voluntary 
and fun and the friends re¬ 
main friends, establish a set 
of greund rules right from the 
start. Make them simple, ex¬ 
plicit, stick to them firmly 
and you can be friendly with¬ 
out turning your home into a 
resort and your wife into a 
perpetual hostess and unpaid 
baby sitter.

Carnoy several years ago 
published a book entitled 
“Democracia, Si! A Way to 
Win the Cold War.' 1 He is a 
naturalized U.S. citizen, a na¬ 
tive of Poland who fled there 
when the Russians occupied 
the country. 

He lived in Mexico for six 
years and built housing devel¬ 
opments here and in Acap¬ 
ulco. 

The Tunisian program was 
worked out with cooperation 
of the U.S. Agency for 
International Development 
(AID), the Fidelity Mutual 
Life Insurance of Philadel¬ 
phia, Bankers Life of Des 
Moines and Union Mutual of 
Portland, Me. 

Carnoy says he operates on 
a 5 per cent profit margin in 
the $5 million Tunisian project 
and re-invests all but $50,000 
of his profits in Tunisia. The 
Tunisian Government has 
technical and accounting con¬ 
trol but he makes all final 
decisions.

Newtonite Gets Grant 
To Combat Blindness 


A research grant to a Bos¬ 
ton University Medical Cen¬ 
ter ophthalmologist from 
Newton to further current un¬ 
derstanding of many of the 
degenerative conditions of 
the eye was announced today 
by Dr. Lewis H. Rohrbaugh. 
Medical Center director, and 
the funding agency, the Mas¬ 
sachusetts Society for the 
Prevention of Blindness. 

Dr Ephraim Friedman, 
professor and chairman of 
the Department of Ophthal¬ 
mology at the Boston Univer¬ 
sity School of Medicine and 
ophthalmologist - in - chief at 
the Medical Center’s Univer¬ 
sity Hospital, will conduct re¬ 
search investigating the rela¬ 
tive importance of obstruc¬ 
tion of four large veins of the 
eye in the production of ocu¬ 
lar diseases. 

Clinical as well as experi¬ 
mental evidence point in this 
direc^on but there have been, 
thus far, no studies which 
specifc&lly answer this ques¬ 
tion. This information is par¬ 
ticularly important in the un¬ 
derstanding of many of the 
degenerative conditions of 
the eye. including those asso¬ 
ciated with age and near¬ 
sightedness. 

Dr. Friedman has been en¬ 
gaged in investigation of the 
clinical and experimental 
problems associated with the 
flow of blood within the eye. 
Dr. Friedman began this 
work at the Howe Laboratory 
of Ophthalmology of the Har¬ 
vard Medical School, while a 
member of the Harvard 
faculty, and has expanded the 
investigation in the research 
laboratories of the Depart¬ 
ment ot Ophthalmology of the 
Boston University Medical 
Center. 

The grant from the Nation¬ 
al Society for the Preven¬ 
tion of Blindness, Inc., has 
been approved by the so¬ 
ciety’s Easic and Clinical Re¬ 
search Committee.

Water Utilities 

NEW YORK (UPI)—Public 
water utilities now serve 160 
million persons in the United 
States, twice as many as in the 
1930s and seven times the 
number in 1890, says a report 
by the National Water In¬ 
stitute. 

The nation now has 20,000 
water utilities, compared with 
about 2,000 around the turn 
of the century, and 87 per¬ 
cent of them serve communi¬ 
ties with populations of 10,000 
or less.

Comr. Penney 
Ur«es Pool- 
Fee Increase 

Increased fees for use of 
Newton’s municipal pools 
were urged today by Recrea¬ 
tion Comr. John B. Penney 
“before another season be¬ 
gins.” 

He also stressed the need 
in the Garden City for two 
indoor swimming pools, plus 
a public golf course and an 
artificial skating rink. 

Penney’s views were aired 
in a letter to the Mayor and 
the Board of Aldermen in 
which he defended the recent 
action of the Recreation De¬ 
partment in hiking the permit 
fees for the two present pools. 
The fees were rescinded to 
the old levels after residents 
protested that the increase of 
from $1 to $3 for students and 
$3 to $5 for adults was too 
much. 

The Commissioner said the 
increases were justified 
“when compared with costs, 
of other similar public rec¬ 
reational facilities for the to- j 
tal season.” He said increas¬ 
ed costs, not only for staff 
but for expenses such as 
chemicals, electric power, 
gas water heating and biol¬ 
ogical consultant fees, add 
considerably to the cost of 
pool operation. 

He said that Newton needs 
two indoor swimming pools, 
as part of high school phy¬ 
sical educational facilities, 
which would be available for 
public use nights and week¬ 
ends. 

The golf course and skat¬ 
ing rink have been urged by 
the Recreation Commission 
for years, he said. 

He noted that these facil¬ 
ities cost money but the pub¬ 
lic desiie for such recreation 
requires a system of charg¬ 
ing reasonable fees to users 
to defray the cost from the 
taxpayers. Penny added that 
it is standard practice in rec¬ 
reation circles to defray as 
much as possible the cost by 1 
charging reasonable fees. 

The Commissioner said 
there is no question that the 
Commission has the right to 
set pool-usage fees without 
the approval of the Board of 
Aldermen, as it did in June, 
according to the State Gen¬ 
eral Laws and the city ordin¬ 
ances.

Member of the Wedding?

NEW YORK (UPI) — It 
must have been about five 
years ago when vV. Averell 
Harriman, the roving U.S. en¬ 
voy, jolted the fashion world 
into an uneasy study of its 
role in life by appearing at a 
white tie social function in 
Washington in an ordinary 
white business shirt with his 
tails. 

Whether that was the open¬ 
ing wedge in a general relax¬ 
ation of the rigid rules gov¬ 
erning formal clothes will re¬ 
main a moot point. Down in 
I the South and in some parts 
' of the Midwest, where June 
weddings are accompanied by 
I sizzling heat, white dinner 
jackets have been worn at 
afternoon weddings for years. 

The argument against such 
practices is that they are not 
correct.

Cool it. That’s the best 
thing. Acting rashly reduces 
I your effectiveness as a wit- 
I ness. 

I It can even help the crim- 
! inal. 

An estimated 2 000 Ameri¬ 
cans will witness bank ho-d- 
i.ps this year. If y^'.i happen 
to be one of them here's the 
word from Aetna Life & 
Casualty: 

Don’t take chances. Obey 
the bandit but do it slowly. 
He’s trying to bear the clock 
as well as the bank and time 
works against him. 

Make a mental note of the 
bandit’s description. How ta 1 - 
ler or shorter is he than you? 
Better than that, line him up 
with a fixed object such as 
the teller’s window. 

Be on the lookout for out¬ 
standing physical character¬ 
istics. Does he have a scar? 
Any tattoos? What color hair, 
eyes? What’s he wearing? 


How docs he walk? Is it the 
shambling gait of the coun¬ 
tryman or a deliberate 
stride? 

Suppose there are two band¬ 
its. Just concentrate on de¬ 
scribing one. That’s easier. In 
the excitement, you might get 
the two confused. 

Try to notice if the bandit 
is armed. Is he carrying a 
weapon? Is it an automatic 
or a revolver? Did he drop 
anything? 

If you see the bandit touch 
anything, remember it. Tell 
the bank officials about it 
later so that possible finger¬ 
prints are not disturbed until 
they are checked. 

If it’s possible, try to memo¬ 
rize the license number and 
description of his car. Check 
the direction of the car. 

As soon as the bandit flees, 
don’t discuss the incident un¬ 
til police arrive. If you do, it 
could confuse you. 

When you do talk to investi¬ 
gators, tell them each and 
every detail, you can recall. 
What may seem unimportant 
to you may be a significant 
clue for them.

“Unique” Is Word For 
New Hotel In Atlanta

ATLANTA (UPI) — What 
has a sidewalk cafe, a three- 
story birdcage and glass el¬ 
evators that scale a massive 
column at the breathtaking 
speed of 700 feet per minute? 

Would you believe a hotel? 

The new $18 million Re¬ 
gency Hyatt House of Atlanta 
has those features and more. 

There is a bar on a pedes¬ 
tal. And two plexiglas bub¬ 
bles that look like flying sau¬ 
cers perched 23 stories above 
the city. 

i Starting with the ancient 
idea of the Roman courtyard, 
Atlanta architect John Port- 
man conceived what owners 
say is ‘‘the most exciting and 
| modern new hotel in the 
i country.” 

j Portman says “it is prob¬ 
ably the most unusual hotel 
in the world.” 

One room deep on all four 
I sides, the hotel is built a- 
round a 21-story air condi¬ 
tioned and landscaped court¬ 
yard. Each of the 800 rooms 


I opens onto the courtyard, and 
each has a balcony. 

Topped by a skylight that 
i will allow the sun to reach 
six huge Australian umbrella 
trees planted in the court¬ 
yard. the massive column of 
air is one of the largest en¬ 
closed spaces in existence, 
Portman said. 

The huge lobby, which looks 
like anything hut a lobby, is 
a panorama of activity. 

To the right, five glass, bul¬ 
let-shaped elevators hurtle up 
and down the column, ringed 
by bright lights so they look 
like huge mobiles. To the left 
is a sidewalk cafe. In the cen¬ 
ter, setting on a pedestal, is 
the Parasol Cocktail Lounge, 
roofed by a 15-ton plexiglas 
and steel umbrella suspended 
by a steel cable from the bub¬ 
ble top 23 stories above. 

The steel birdcage, based 
on a lower floor, comes up 
through the floor of the 
lounge. 


The passengers on the silent 
elevators have a spectacular 
ride to get to their rooms, es¬ 
pecially if they are on an up¬ 
per floor. The speed of the 
elevators makes them seem 
like midway rides. 

The clear bubble topping 
the courtyard merely lets in 
sunlight. The blue bubble on 
the roof covers the Polaris 
restaurant, which revolves 
slowly so that a person can 
observe the entire skyline 


without leaving his table. 

Each room has an exterior 
balcony overlooking the city 
and an interior balcony look¬ 
ing over the courtyard. The 
balconies serve as the hotel’s 
; corridors. 

The Regency Hyatt House 
is the first major hotel built 
in the east by Hyatt Corpora¬ 
tion of America, which also 
has luxury hotels in Los An- 
I geles, San Francisco, Seattle, 
Denver and Chicago.

She declared she had heard 
of the bill from the chairman 
of the Needham Board of 
Health, of which she is a long 
time member, who told her 
that Sen. Cohen had made an 
address in which he stated 
that he and a group of Har¬ 
vard students were drafting 
the reorganization bill. 

When the measure came to 
a vote in the State Senate, 
Sen. Cohen’s substitute bill 
was approved 24 to 12. Mrs. 
Cutler was in the minority vot¬ 
ing against the Cohen mea¬ 
sure. 


LA. Art Museum Is 
Now Lusty Youngster

LOS ANGELES (UPI) — 
The Los Angeles County Mu¬ 
seum of Art in a little more 
than two years has become the 
second most visited repository 
of art in the United States — 
surpassed only by the New 
York Metropolitan Museum of 
Art. 

Because the museum is yet 
a toddler, the permanent col¬ 
lection is not fully developed, 
but the structure itself is a 
major attraction to the thou¬ 
sands of persons who stroll 
through the galleries daily. 

The three buildings which 
comprise the museum appear 
to be floating on an ornamen¬ 
tal pool but they are actually 
placed on a terrace which en¬ 
circles a sprawling piaza — 
and beneath this terrace level, 
the service area is common to 
all buildings. 

The Ahmanson Gallery, the 
largest building, is four stories 
and houses the permanent col¬ 
lection which surrounds a four- 
story atrium. 

The Lytton Building houses 
the galleries for changing ex¬ 
hibitions and conservation 
area. Special exhibitions 
change frequently and many 
art objects in this building 
are loaned by private individ¬ 
uals or obtained through an 
exchange program with other 
museums. 

The Bing Center houses the 
auditorium, a cafeteria, the 
member’s lounge and a chil¬ 
dren's museum which conducts 
several classes. 


Before 1964, the museum 
was housed in the Los Angeles 
County Museum of History 
and Science in Exposition 
Park. Founding trustees real¬ 
ized the need for an indepen¬ 
dent museum of art and pri¬ 
vate funds were raised. When 
the present structure was com¬ 
pleted, it was made a gift to 
the people of Los Angeles. 

The museum has not yet 
achieved the tradition that its 
older counterparts enjoy. How¬ 
ever, the galleries house ob¬ 
jects of art from prehistory 
to present day. 

Examples of Egyptian sculp¬ 
ture, glass, faience and semi¬ 
precious stones are repre¬ 
sented in various forms. Out¬ 
standing in this collection of 
antiquities are a pink granite 
head from the fourth dynasty 
and two reliefs from a tomb at 
Sakkara dating from the be¬ 
ginning of the sixth dynasty. 

Hcarst Donation 

William Randolph Hearst 
donated some of the most im¬ 
portant sculpture to be found 
in a museum in the United 
States — the Lansdown Arte¬ 
mis, an athelete, a colossal 
head of Athena and the Hope 
Hygeria, Hercules and Athena. 

Most of the historical pe¬ 
riods from Neolithic to Roman 
are represented in 2 antiquities 
from the island of Cyprus 
which includes sculpture, tools 
and painted vessels. 

Chinese art is outstanding In 
the Far Eastern Gallery with 
more than 3,000 years of art 
represented. Two of the most 
famous Persian carpets in ex-

Legislation to exempt 

META buses from paying 
tolls on the Massachusetts 
Turnpike extension was con¬ 
templated this week after the 
MBTA Advisory Board ap¬ 
proved experimental bus 
service from Newton Corner 
to downtown Boston via the 
extension. 

The express bus service ex¬ 
periment will begin Sept. 9. 
It will enable bus patrons to 
go diirctly into and out of 
downtown Boston in 20 min¬ 
utes at the cost of two cents a 
feel that passengers will be 
minute — 40 cents. Officials 
quite willing to pay the 40- 
cen« fare for the swift ingress 
and egress to and from the 
Huh. 

The new high speed bus 
service, as now contemplat¬ 
ed. will operate every 15-20 
minutes from 6:30 a.m. to 
6:30 p.m. to Chauncey St., 
downtown. 

The bus run from Newton 
Corner to Boston is expected 
to yield a profit of S34.000 a 
year but the profit could he 
increased to 850,000 annually 
if the vehicles were exempt 
from naying tolls. 

Officials said the MBTA is 
exempt by statute from pay¬ 
ing tolls to the Massachusetts 
Port Authority for use of the 
Mystic River Bridge. They 
feel tha< similar legislation 
could exempt the new ex¬ 
press buses from the turnpike 
tolls. 

In addition to the express 
bus service experiment, the 
MBTA Advisory Board also 
approved a plan to substitute 
buses for trolleys on the Wa¬ 
tertown line. The Watertown- 
Kenmore Sq. run with the 
new buses is expected to save 
some 8350,000 annually. It 
would also release 41 street 
cars for use on the Author¬ 
ity’s other lines. 

The bus service is expected 
to take five minutes less, he 
more comfortable, and pro¬ 
vide more buses during the 
rush hours. The only change 
in service at passenger stops 
is expected in Brighton at 
Commonwealth and Brighton 
Aves. There, inbound buses 
would stop only to allow pas¬ 
sengers to alight and out¬ 
bound buses would stop only 
to allow passenger to board.

SNIPERS DEFY GUARDSMEN IN DETROIT 

WITH SNIPERS and arsonists defying National Guards¬ 
men amid the smoking ruins of Negro ghettos, Detroit had 
its fourth night of rioting, and it was almost certain that 
the death toll, 35 at nightfall, would climb to a total w'hich 
would shatter all records for modern race riot fatalities. 

Gov. George Romney said, “The sniping in the daytime 
is worse than it has been in previous days.” Cyrus Vance, 
personal representative of President Johnson and civilian 
commander of the 4,700 federal troops in Detroit, predicted 
increased sniping and more deaths. 

City authorities said some white men were believed among 
the gangs of snipers which roamed riot areas in squads of 
two to six men. 

HOUSE TO PROBE SUBVERSIVES' ROLE IN RIOTS 

THE HOUSE COMMITTEE on Un-American Activities 
has found enough evidence that subversives have been in¬ 
volved in recent rioting to pursue the question further in 
public hearings, Chairman Edwin E. Willis, (D-La), said 
yesterday.

The consumer price index rose to 116 per cent of its 
1957-59 average from 115.6 in May. This means it cost $11.60 
In June to buy the same market basket of goods and ser¬ 
vices that cost $10 nine years ago.

GEN. CHARLES DE GAULLE, displaying a majestic 
calm in the eye of the political hurricane he had brewed in 
Canada, flew home last night after abruptly cancelling a 
scheduled visit to Ottawa and a meeting with Prime Minis¬ 
ter Lester B. Pearson. 

The 76-year-old French President departed from Mon¬ 
treal in his personal DC8 jet after four days of a scheduled 
five-day visit during which his endorsement of B’rench Can¬ 
adian separatist sentiment brought a sharp formal rebuke 
from Pearson.

The rates at Newton - Wel¬ 
lesley Hospital will be in¬ 
creased $10 a day starting 
August 1, the hospital trus¬ 
tees announced this week.

Property owners in Newton 
will be sent their real estate 
tax bills next week and with 
them will go a comprehen¬ 
sive explanation from Mayor 
Monte G. Basbas of exactly 
how their tax dollars will be 
spent. 

In a letter to each tax¬ 
payer, Mayor Basbas said 
he was hopeful that assist¬ 
ance received through sales 
tax revenue will he in¬ 
creased in future years when 
the sales tax, “or some ade¬ 
quate substitute therefor,” 
can be effected for an entire 
year. 

He warned, however, that 
“without further increased 
state assistance, we can look 
ahead to future continued in¬ 
creases in real estate taxes. 
The 1967 tax rate has been set 
at $76.20 per $1000 valuation. 

The Mayor praised the 
reputation of tile School 
Department, pointing out 
that “I am committed to do 
everything I can to permit 
our school system to oper¬ 
ate with the highest degree 
of excellence. 

“But,” he cautioned, “as 
Mayor, I must be concerned 
with other aspects of the city 
as well, not the least of which 
is the burdened taxpayers. 
Neither I as Mayor nor the 
Board of Aldermen have any 
power to control or limit 
School Department operating 
expenses.”

tinctions earned by long-term 
workers. 

“Intern and resident sal¬ 
aries will nearly double as 
a result of the mid-May 
‘heal-in’ by Boston house 
officers. 

“The wage of an intern will 
move from $3600 to $6000 a 
year. Top wage for a fifth- 
year resident will go from 
$5400 to $9000. The impact is 
great on teaching hospitals 
such as Newton-Wellesley, an 
affiliate of Tufts University 
School of Medicine,” Farley 
declared. 

“Nursing salaries are 
slated to rise,” he added, 
“with a beginning graduate 
nurse .moving from S6000 to 
$6600 a year. 

“A final factor raising oper¬ 
ating costs for the hospital,” 
Farley said, “are the gener¬ 
ally higher prices it is paying 
in the market place for food, 
services, goods and utilities.” 

The Trustees voted that for, 
patients in the hospital on 
Aug. 1, the increase will be¬ 
come effective on August 8 , 
or one week later. 

In addition to the hike in 
room rates and some ancil - 1 
lary services, the charge for J 
a clinic visit will advance, 
too. from $3 to $5 a visit. 

“The rate adjustments are 
necessary to maintain opera¬ 
tions of the hospital on a 
break even basis and to pre¬ 
serve the caliber, quality and 
scope of care provided by the 
hospital to its patients and 
the community,” the Board 
present said. 

Farley noted a significant! 
change within the past year, i 
“Since the advent of Medi - 1 
care and Medicaid,’’ he said, 
“virtually every person has 
access to some form of in¬ 
surance or other coverage to 
help meet hospitalization ex¬ 
penses. 

“Of every dollar paid to 
Newton - Wellesley Hospital 
presently, a total of 90 cents 
is coming from third parties, 
from the agencies and in¬ 
surers who help finance hos¬ 
pital care for people. The re¬ 
maining 10 cents represents 
the proportion patients return 
as direct, out-of-pocket pay¬ 
ments,” Farley declared. 

He said the third-party cov¬ 
erage “gives people ready 
financial access to a calibre 
of hospital care unrivalled in 
history.”

Mayor Basha* has requested 
City Solicitor Matt Jones to 
do all that is possible to state 
Newton's complete opposition 
to the billboard. He also 
called on civic organizations 
and Auburndale residents to 
attend the hearing in Room 
546 at 80 Boylston st., Bos¬ 
ton. 

The sign Is owned by John 
Donnelly & Sons Outdoor 
Advertising concern, and 
has been the object of sev¬ 
eral heated hearings and pe- 
tions to have it removed. 
Newton has no control over 
billboard placement within the 
city. The power of such place¬ 
ment rests solely with the Out¬ 
door Advertising Authority. 

A billboard study hill is 
now pending in the State 
Senate and advocates of 
home rule concerning bill¬ 
board placement in cities 
and towns are hopeful of 
getting a veto hill substi¬ 
tuted for it. 

A similar veto bill was de¬ 
feated in the House last month 
by a narrow' margin. Advo¬ 
cates are hopeful that the 
Senate will approve the veto 
measure. Last year a veto 
measure w r as defeated by one 
vote. 

PrniMmcnts feel that if 
the Senate passes the veto 
bill, the House will reverse 
its vote and the measure 
will become law. 

Mayor Bashas said that al¬ 
though everyone is talking 
home rule, the billboard ques¬ 
tion would be an excellent Im¬ 
plementation of that philoso¬ 
phy but, so far, nothing has 
been done.

Too Cut and Dried 

It is unfortunate that it will he necessary to wait two 
years to start the machinery in motion to make changes 
in Newton’s City Charter. 

Some sections of the Charter are in dire need of re¬ 
form. 

For instance, the voters should have the exclusive 
right to fill any vacancies which occur on the Board of 
Aldermen or School Committee. 

But the manner in which the proposed creation of a 
Charter Commission was approached invited trouble 
and discord from the start. 

A drive was started to obtain sufficient signatures to 
place the question of creating a Charter Commission 
on the ballot in the November municipal election. No¬ 
body could challenge that action. 

At the same time, however, a slate of candidates for 
election to the Charter Commission was handpicked, 
and an attempt was made to get the Democratic and 
Republican City Committees to agree on the slate. 

If things had worked out as planned, the Charter 
Commission really would have been selected before the 
voters ever went to the polls. 

To be sure, other citizens could have stood for elec¬ 
tion to the Charter Commission, but it’s rather difficult 
to break such a slate. 

The persons who started the move for the establish¬ 
ment of a Charter Commission may have had the high¬ 
est motives. But their judgment left much to be de¬ 
sired. They certainly created the impression that their 
endeavor was cut-and-dried from the outset. 

There are many persons in Newton with the abilities 
and talents to serve on a Charter Commission and Editorial 
help decide what changes in the Charter should be rec- — 

ommended. 

They should be encouraged to offer themselves and 
their qualifications to the voters of the city, and the 
voters should have a wide range of choices, not find 
themselves with a hand-picked slate virtually forced 
upon them. 

This may seem to be a cumbersome procedure, but 
it is the democratic way. 

The determination of what Charter changes will be 
proposed is a matter which should be of concern to 
every resident of Newton. It probably is a healthy thing 
that the campaign for signatures this year broke down 
as it did.

Candidates anted! 

Members of the Newton League of Women Voters 
recently gave some good advice to their fellow citizens. 
They urged those who feel qualified to serve their city 
to run for public office in next November's municipal 
election.

Five or six members of the Board of Aldermen are 
planning to retire from office at the close of their pres¬ 
ent terms. 

One or more members of the School Committee will 
do the same. 

Competition is a healthy thing even where members 
of the Aldermanic Board and School Committee are 
standing for reelection. 

There are many citizens in Newton capable of mak¬ 
ing a real contribution to their city and its residents 
by serving on the Board of Aldermen or the School Com¬ 
mittee. 

If you are one of them, give some thought to the 
counsel of the League of Women Voters. 

Ted Deserves Support 

The efforts of Sen. Edward M. Kennedy to obtain 
congressional action on some law regulating the sale 
of firearms have tragic overtones of which no one 
should need to be reminded. 

It would seem that the Senator's efforts to establish 
regulations of the selling and possession of weapons, 
should be applauded by every person of common sense. 

Some sort of registration of the sale and the posses¬ 
sion of all firearms must be established. This might not 
involve any restrictions as to who could have weapons 
but simply a record of who did have them. 

Likewise, sale of weapons through the mails, sight 
unseen, should be rapidly halted. 

The general absence of interstate law’s on firearms, 
makes the rather stringent laws of places such as Bos¬ 
ton, ineffective: witness the gangland slayings. 

The main opponents of firearms control laws are, of 
course, the gun clubs, who like to argue that licensing 
of all weapons would hamstring resistance to a hypo¬ 
thetical totalitarian takeover. 

They conjure up a thrilling picture of citizens battl¬ 
ing against the tyrant. Unfortunately, the validity of 
the argument that the populace with small arms can 
oppose a government went out with the invention of the 
machine gun some time before World War I. 

And to take the logic of a somewhat silly argument 
seriously for a moment, we might suppose that a budd¬ 
ing totalitarian regime would be able to seize the lists 
of gun club members almost as easily as it could check 
the lists of people who had registered their weapons 
with the police. — It presumably would, too, if it felt 
that the gun clubs posed any threat at all. 

The citizens who agree with Ted Kennedy should 
throw their moral support behind him in his battle with 
the gun lobbies to avoid another November 22, 1963. 
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Which Would You Choose? 

The rate of growth of the in-the-ground and above- 
the-ground private swimming pool industry has been 
phenomenal in the United States during the past dec¬ 
ade. About 10 years ago, there were 23,000 private 
home pools; this year there are almost 2,000,000. 

An in-the-ground pool with a fence and everything 
else that goes with it costs somewhere in the vicinity 
of $3500-$5000, about as the ads say, “the price of a 
new car.” 

What we are driving at (no pun intended) is that if 
the owners of home swimming pools were asked to lay 
out the same kind of money for a bomb shelter, they 
would rebel, absolutely! They are quite willing to spend 
themselves into debt, in many cases, for a pleasurable 
item but would not do the same thing for something 
that might someday save their lives. Of course, they 
see no immediate threat to their lives. 

Recently the Joint Chiefs of Staff declared “there is 
a threat and we should have an immediate shelter pro¬ 
gram throughout the United States.” The director of 
the Massachusetts Civil Defense said that Red China 
now’ has a thermonuclear capability advanced enough 
to warrant a "serious re-study” of America’s civil de¬ 
fense system. 

Allan R. Zenowitz said “declassified” intelligence re¬ 
ports reveal the Chinese are about one year ahead of an 
anticipated schedule for developing nuclear capabilities. 

“This means that they do have a thermonuclear capa¬ 
bility today. Now, grant you, it is not a great one, but 
it is enough of one to create blackmail. It is enough of 
one to cause a very serious re-study of our civil defense 
capability,” 

We know it is unfair of us to disturb the complacency 
of the public, snug in their cozy little suburban homes, 
in this era of prosperity and plenty and peace of a 
sorts — but it would be awfully unfair if the Red 
Chinese were to suddenly lob a few H-bombs into their 
backyards. 

As we said a few months ago when we wrote on the 
same subject: it is something to think about, especially 
while splashing around in the backyard swimming pool. 

The Next Hound Coming Up 

Since the Russian miscalculation in the Middle 
East, and the subsequent diplomatic defeat in the 
United Nations, she has been busily engaged in trying 
to rebuild and rebuttress the Arab armed might and 
the fortress Islam. New Soviet arms shipments flow 
into Egypt and a flotilla of twelve Russian warships 
sailed into Egyptian ports last week, ostensibly for a 
short visit but one which we feel will stretch and 
stretch and stretch. 

The Russians held a conference in Budapest with 
leaders from six Iron Curtain countries to discuss bloc- 
aid for the reeling Arab world. The meeting was secret 
but at its end came a cautiously worded statement that 
restated Communist condemnation of Israel and 
promised “suitable means corresponding to the restora¬ 
tion of peace in the Middle East.” 

Just this past Sunday, President Gamal Abdel 
Nasser, apparently still punchy from the first round, 
boastfully proclaimed that Egypt is busily rebuilding its 
armies to carry on the fight against Israel. He also 
reiterated his silly charge that the Israelis were sided 
and abetted in their recent brilliant victory by the 
United Nations. 

So, with “Cramps” Kosygin in his corner, Nasser 
apparently is getting ready for Round Two with one- 
eyed Moshe, the Sinai Swinger. Nasser's only trouble 
is that he's still seeing stars—six pointed ones.

One Is that many welfare boards, especially in cer¬ 
tain of the towns, are reluctant to give up the authority 
they wield, and in some instances the legislators re¬ 
presenting those areas are responsive to their wishes. 

A second and more overriding consideration 
is that the plan would aid the poorer cities at the 
expense of the wealthier towns. 

Unless and until a new tax is enacted to provide 
the revenue with which the State would operate the 
welfare program, the money necessarily would have to 
be taken from local aid funds, presumably the sales tax 
proceeds. 

This would mean that in return for being relieved 
of their welfare costs, the cities and towns would 
receive less financial assistance from the State. 

The exchange would be a beneficial one for cities 
with heavy welfare expenses such as Boston. Fall River, 
New Bedford, Lawrence, Lowell and Somerville. 

Wealthy communities such as Weston, Wel¬ 
lesley and Needham with small welfare loads feel 


Some law-makers from well- 
to-do area* take the broad view 
that the step is a necessary one 
for the over-all good of the 
Commonwealth and to achieve 
a more efficient administration 
of the welfare program in 
Massachusetts. 

Senator Beryl Cohen, who 
represents Brookline and part 
of Newton, sponsored the meas¬ 
ure and successfully spearhead¬ 
ed a tight for its passage in 
the upper legislative chamber. 

Other legislators, however, 
are approaching the issue from 
the narrower standpoint of the 
estimated financial effect the 
suggested new law would have 
upon their communities. 

They argue that the admin¬ 
istration of welfare programs 
should he a local matter and 
that the well-to-do towns should 
not he expected to share the 
welfare problems of the hard- 
pressed cities. 

Actually , the poor cities and 
the rich towns already are 
sharing the problem to an ex¬ 
tent since both the slate and 
federal governments now meet 
a substantial part of the cost 
of public assistance. 

But legislators, who under¬ 
standably place the financial 
interests of their district* first, 
are not disposed to rationalize 
on the question or its far-flung 
ramification*. 

Governor Volpe ordinarily 
could count on nearly 100 per 
cent Republican support on 
almost any issue he espoused. 
But this is one time when 
\ olpe is likely to find more 
Democrats than Republicans 
hac king the hill. 

It is in the House of Repre¬ 
sentatives where the welfare 
measure will meet stiff opposi¬ 
tion and quite possibly its 
death. 

Speaker John F. X. Davoren 
has declared his support of the 
bill, but even Davorens in¬ 
fluence in the body over which 
he presides may not be. enough 
to save the proposal from de¬ 
feat. 

Davoren has summed up 
pretty well the arguments for 
the passage of the bill and has 
presented a good case to ex¬ 
plain why he feels what he 
terms a “long overdue reform 
in the State’s archaic welfare 
structure” should he approved 
this year. 

“Public responsibility for 
the poor and the unfortunate 
who are dependent upon society 
for their sustenance and sur¬ 
vival must he regarded as one 
of the major objectives of gov¬ 
ernment in an enlightened and 
compassionate society,” Dav¬ 
oren declared. 

“Here in Massachusetts ap¬ 
proximately one out of every 
25 persons receives some kind 
of public financial assistance,” 
he pointed out. “Welfare costs 
continue to rise rapidly in 
many communities throughout 
the State. 

“In administering this vast 
and expanding public assist¬ 
ance program, Massachusetts 
has evolved a system of local 
administration by some 270 
units of local government, the 
highest number of administer¬ 
ing welfare departments of any 
State in the Union,” Davoren 
brought out 

“It is clear to me that the 
high administrative costs, the 
unequal and varying treatment 
of individual dependents from 
one community to another, the 
uneven quality of services ren¬ 
dered. and the waste, inefficien¬ 
cy. and divided authority which 
exists in the present structure 
of welfare administration de¬ 
mand prompt remedial action. 


“Massachusetts can no long¬ 
er afford the luxury of an 
inadequate , inefficient and in¬ 
effective welfare system” 
Speaker Davoren stressed. 

“We need a public welfare 
system which clearly recognizes 
that the State has the primary, 
continuing responsibility for 
charting the course and direc¬ 
tion of a program of compre¬ 
hensive services to people in 
need of help,” Davoren 
asserted. 

“We need to develop a high¬ 
er degree of professionalism 
and competence in dealing with 
problems of individual welfare 
recipients. 

“We need to initiate con¬ 
structive approaches which will 
enable as many welfare re¬ 
cipients as possible to overcome 
their difficulties, get off the 
welfare rolls and be restored 
to useful, meaningful, self-sup¬ 
porting activity,” Davoren said. 

The Speaker concluded by 
expressing the conviction that 
the multi-service, modernized 
approach to the welfare prob¬ 
lem provided for in the Senate- 
approved hill would be in the 
best interests of all the people 
of Massachusetts, including 
those dependent upon public 
welfare. 

That is the case for having 
the Stale take over the city and 
town welfare functions. Wheth¬ 
er it will convince legislators 
from communities which do 
not have major welfare prob¬ 
lems remains to he seen. 

Richardson Booms Volpe 
At Risk To Own Future 

Attorney General KUiot L. 
Richardson is in the forefront 
of those beating the drums for 
Governor Volpe as a Republi¬ 
can Presidential prospect. 

Richardson ha* publicly 
urged that Volpe enter New 
Hampshire's first-in-the-nation 
Presidential Primary and that 
the Governor go to next year's 
GOP national convention as a 
favorite son candidate for the 
Presidency. 

On the surface there is 
nothing unusual in Richard¬ 
sons action in booming Volpe 
as a candidate for President. 

Volpe and Richardson are 
close personal and political 
friends. 

It was Volpe who persuaded 
Richardson to run for the Lieu¬ 
tenant Governorship in 1964. 
Richardson served for two 
year* in that capacity and 
worked closely with Volpe. 

What actually is unusual 
about Richardson's efforts to 
help Volpe become either 
President or Vice President i* 
that if he is successful he will 
knock himself out of a good 
chance of winning election a* 
Governor. 

If Volpe serve* out his full 
four-year term as Governor, 
Richardson and Lieutenant 
Governor Francis W. Sargent 
would he the opponents for the 
GOP gubernatorial nominal ion 
in 1970. The likelihood is that 
Richardson would win such a 
fight 

Rut if Volpe should win 
election as President or Vice 
President , Sargent would step 
up to succeed him in the Gov¬ 
ernorship and serve the last 
two years of his term. 

In such a turn of events 
Sargent would almost auto¬ 
matically he nominated as the 
Republican candidate for Gov¬ 
ernor in 1970, closing the door 
to Richardson. 

That consideration, however, 
is not stopping Richardson 
from working to help Volpe 
achieve the GOP Presidential 
or Vice Presidential nomina¬ 
tion next )ear.

I would like to congratulate 
you and Mr. James G. Colbert 
on the portion of his column 
published July 20, 1967, en 
titled “Supporters of Viet 
War Having Second Thoughts” 
.This shows an admirable rec¬ 
ognition of some very impor¬ 
tant facts about the war in 
Vietnam. 

I would like to submit sev¬ 
eral more pieces of informa¬ 
tion, which seem to me import¬ 
ant facts, to be added to the 
collection. 

1. The Vietnamese look on 
their country as one country, 
Vietnam, not as two, North 
Vietnam and South Vietnam— 
the division agreed to at Gen¬ 
eva in 1954 was “temporary” 
according to the treaty. 

2. The Vietnamese fought 
the Japanese 1942 to 1945; 
and at the end of World War 
II they had a government un¬ 
der Ho Chih Minh, which the 
U.S. supported, of the whole 
country welded together in a 
fight for independence from 
the Japanese. 

3. The Vietnamese fought 
the French 1946 to 1954 (who 
tried to re-establish colonial 
rulei and beat them. 

4. To call the opposition In 
Vietnam to the nine dictators 
from Ngo Dinh Diem to Mar¬ 
shall Ky, by the name “Com¬ 
munist”, does not make it 
Communist. The most logical 
explanation of a great many 
facts that we know (such as 
the liberation of 1200 prison¬ 
ers from a jail in Da Nang a 
few days ago) is that the 
war is a civil war between 
factions in Vietnam, and not 
a war of “external aggres¬ 
sion”. 

5. The people becoming 
wealthy from the War in Viet¬ 
nam are (1 a small fraction 
of South Vietnamese, who 
to their compatriots look like 
Quislings—and (2- suppliers 
of munitions to the United 
States government, the recip¬ 
ients of the $20 billion a year 
being spent for arms in Viet¬ 
nam. The thousands of Ameri¬ 
can boys and Vietnamese 
boys who are dying there are 
not becoming wealthy from 
the war. 

6 . No Chinese, no Russians, 
no anybody except Vietna¬ 
mese. are fighting Americans 
in Vietnam. 

How long will the people of 
the United States allow the 
wool to be pulled over their 
eyes, and be persuaded like 
sheep that a “government 
made in America” is what the 
Vietnamese want, instead of 
a “government made in Viet¬ 
nam”? Americans are not 
wanted in Vietnam any more 
than the French were.

A recent Graphic articlt 
cast some doubts on certain 
aspects of the Vietnam war. 
May I add a few of my own? 

We have recently been ad¬ 
vised by General Westmore¬ 
land tnat the war will last 
many years, perhaps ten. Yet 
the majority of Americans 
will not tolerate the war for 
more than two years, accord¬ 
ing to a recent nationwide 
poll. How do we reconcile 
these differences? 

Many Americans, including 
some high officials, are hop¬ 
ing that the September elec¬ 
tions in South Vietnam will 
ease our role there by insti¬ 
tuting a popular government. 

However, the Constituent 
Assembly in Saigon recently 
refused the candidacies of 
both exiled Gen. Duong Van 
Binh (a Diem official conced¬ 
ed to have popular support) 
and Au Truong Thanh, re¬ 
cently resigned economics 
minister, who is advocating 
negotiations with the N.L.F. 
The military ticket of Thieu- 
Ky was approved. 

These actions, together 
with the heavily censored 
press in South Vietnam have 
effectively ensured the elec¬ 
tion of the military. The aim 
of Thiew and Ky is a “mil¬ 
itary victory,” a victory 
which must be won by the 
suppression of a large seg¬ 
ment of the South Vietnamese 
population. 

Let us not deceive our¬ 
selves in calling these “free” 
elections. There are no mean¬ 
ingful choices either for the 
people allowed to vote or for 
those in N.L.F. dominated 
areas. 

We Americans have be¬ 
come so increasingly involv¬ 
ed in the war that it is no 
longer “their” war, but is 
now ours. Can we truly claim 
our motivation is to maintain 
or even establish freedom 
and democracy in South 
Vietnam?

Congressional Bill 
Passed, Sent to Volpe 

A bill for the creation of 12 
new congressional district* in 
Massachusetts has been enacted 
by both branches of the State 
Legislature and sent to Gov¬ 
ernor Volpe. 

That the new districts in 
some instance* would be more 
out of line than the existing 
ones is ironical but strictly 
academic since under the law 
the redistricting must be based 
on the 1960 federal census. 
Great populations shifts, of 
course, have occurred in the 
past seven years. 

If Governor Volpe signs the 
hill, as it is expected he will, 
the new district* would he es¬ 
tablished e\en though Con¬ 
gress subsequently enacts a law 
making it possible to retain 
the present districts. 

Volpe's majn concern u ill be 
to protect the five. Republican 
Congressmen now serving in 
the national House from Mas¬ 
sachusetts. 

On that basis he will have 
no justification for vetoing the 
measure since the legislative 
committee which mapped out

For a number of years I 
have been using the MBTA 
from Newton Centre to Bos 
ton, and I have never been 
able to find a seat during the 
regular morning and evening 
travel hours. The street cars 
are so full that at certain 
hours one has to crowd him¬ 
self in, even to get standing 
room. 

The overcrowding of tht 
street cars on this line is due 
to a very large number of 
students traveling to private 
schools and to colleges. During 
the past summer periods 
when the number of students 
diminished, one could find a 
seat on the same line, even 
at Newton Centre. 

But the MBTA has now 
found a way (notwithstanding 
the highest fare of 40 cents 
each way) to crowd the pas¬ 
sengers even during the sum¬ 
mer months by simply remov- 
ing one car so that instead of 
three attached cars, there are 
only two attached cars during 
the summer months. I sup¬ 
pose this slash in service will 
allow the MBTA management 
to increase the number of 
jobs, to increase salaries, and 
incidentally to increase tht 
discomfort of the passengers. 

Furthermore, it is disgrace¬ 
ful, while waiting for a street 
car at Newton Centre Sta¬ 
tion, to see the rubbish, pa¬ 
pers and even old shoes at and 
near the platform of this 
station.

Senator Cohen 
Explains His 
Welfare Stand 


State Senator Beryl 
Cohen, whose district in¬ 
cludes three Newton wards, 
this week explained his 
proposal for having the 
State assume the adminis¬ 
tration of public welfare in 
Massachusetts as well as 
take over the costs paid by 
the cities and towns. 

At the same time Cohen 
sharply criticized a substitute 
plan drafted by the Senate 
Ways and Means Committee, 
terming it a “sophisticated 
fraud.” 

The bill Cohen rapped pro¬ 
vides for the creation of a 
new State department of so¬ 
cial services which would be 
administered under the su¬ 
pervision of a 15-member 
commission, five of whom 
would be women. 

“You can’t administer a 
multi million dollar agency 
which depends of the federal 
government for money and 
also interpretations, with a 
15-pe»son commission,” he 
contended. 

"The provision for 'volun¬ 
tary regional districts’ in the 
Ways and Means bill is also 
fraudulent.” he warned. 

Cohen recalled that an at¬ 
tempt was made to regional¬ 
ize the department of public 
health in 1949 and it was a 
failure.” The 1949 law was 
repealed three years later, 
although it called for a 10- 
year trial period, and today 
there is only one regional 
health district,” said Sen. 
Conen. 

Cohen said that the bill he 
opposes is "an anchor around 
the necks of persons who 
need updated welfare serv¬ 
ices.” He maintained that the 
Senate should not perpetuate 
a system of local administra¬ 
tion which began in the 30s 
during the depression. 

Conen’s bill calls for the 
State to assume the costs of 
welfaie and to establish about 
50 regional multi-service cen¬ 
ters in Massachusetts. 

He defended persons who 
espoused steps such as the 
creation of the Common- 
wealtn Service Corps, the es¬ 
tablishment of higher mini¬ 
mum wages and so forth and 
objected to their being called 
“do-gr^ders.” 

He stressed that “the av¬ 
erage welfare recipient is not 
a Boston Negro, but someone 
who is all over the State and 
is in reed of help." 

The failure of local control 
was highlighted by the failure 
of the Medicaid program, 
whereby only 1058 of the thou¬ 
sands of medically indigent 
children under 21 years of 
age who were eligible for aid 
got it. the Senator stated. 

Cohen listed Springfield, 
Quincy and Cambridge as 
cities "which did not spend a 
cent" cri this program. He in¬ 
sisted that "all the wrong 
people” are administering 
the pit gram locally. 

His bill would have the 
State Welfare Department 
adininstered by a commis¬ 
sioner and deputy commis¬ 
sioners and there would be a 
15-men. ber advisory board. 
The State would pay for the 
program. 

All present local welfare 
employees would be trans¬ 
ferred to the new department 
and all their rights would be 
prote. ted. 

Cohen emphasized that 
there would not be necessar¬ 
ily 50 regional centers. 

He said he understood the 
Governor favored his bill but 
that he is awaiting word from 
the minority leader on the 
Governor’s position.”

Catastrophes

PASADENA. Calif. (UPI) 
— Like the weather, smog 
draws a lot of talk but little 
action. 

We know smog is unpleas¬ 
ant. irritating, dirty and po¬ 
tentially lethal. We don't 
want it, yet what can we do? 
Walk, don’t drive? 

Such a state of affairs, an 
air pollution expert warns, 
could lead to a day when mass 
evacuation of cities may De 
necessary to save lives. 

If left unchecked, the level 
of smog-caused Illnesses and 
even deaths could reach dis¬ 
aster proportions unless the 
population is forced to aban¬ 
don a city until the danger 
subsides. 

Recently, U S. Surgeon Gen¬ 
eral William H. Stewart 
warned there is “compelling 
evidence” that air pollution al¬ 
ready is killing and disabling 
Americans in every area of 
the nation. 

But mass evacuation for a 
smog attack in a city such 
as Los Angeles, which relies 
heavily on automobiles, is vir¬ 
tually impossible today, says 
Dr. Arie J. Haagen-Smit of the 
California Institute of Tech¬ 
nology. 

“The proliferation of the 
automobile has made it im¬ 
possible to evacuate more 
than a minor fraction of the 
population.” he says. 

“Freeways will be clogged 
in no time and totally useless 
for the purpose of saving 
lives. When disaster strikes 
there is no way to get out of 
town. 

4 The irresponsibility and 
ignorance about these not 
imaginary possibilities is al¬ 
most criminal.’ 

The Caltech professor of 
biorganic chemistry says gov¬ 
ernment must be able to “pre¬ 
dict at a moment’s notice 
which areas will have to be 
evacuated or protected.” 

“Government has a role in 
seeing to it that an orderly 
evacuation can be accomplish¬ 
ed ” he says. “Up till the 
present this responsibility 
has been largely ignored by 
authorities . . . because this 
area is delegated to the police 
or fire departments or hiber¬ 
nating emergency commit¬ 
tees.”

Haagen-Smit, who also serv¬ 
ed on the California Motor Ve¬ 
hicle Pollution Control Board, 
says computerized monitor¬ 
ing systems to check air pol¬ 
lution control concentrations 
have been developed, but high 
costs and official apathy are 
confining them to the labora¬ 
tories. 

Community Action 

Besides low-cost monitoring 
devices, he says, what is 
needed is to arouse the 
citizenry to some form of or¬ 
ganized community action. 

“They have to be told that 
pollution of the air is not in 
evitable, that something can 
be done. They also have to be 
told the disagreeable fact that 
if they want clean air they 
will nave to pay for It. 

“This is the most difficult 
task of the public information 
and education department of 
air pollution boards.’’ 

He concedes that people like 
to blame smog on somebody 
else generally disregarding 
the autos they drive. Pre¬ 
ferred scapegoats are indus¬ 
try, especially steel factories 
and diesels. 

“As has been shown In Los 
Angeles, one should not over¬ 
estimate this desire to sup¬ 
port stiff measures. The per¬ 
sonal effort they want to put 
in, such as inspection of their 
cars, use of small cars, sup¬ 
port for better transportation, 
is usually completely absent, ’ 
he says. 

'It means that roundabout 
ways have to be found to 
make the people pay the price 
of clean air.” 

Haagen-Smit recommends 
research that will come up 
with more solid evidence link¬ 
ing smog with health and on 
the standard of living today. 

“Air pollution is the result 
of bad planning,” the pro¬ 
fessor says, referring to high¬ 
way design, mass transit and 
urban planning. He urges re¬ 
organization of governmental 
structures which can cope 
with smog. 

One example, he says, would 
be to plan the entire transpor¬ 
tation system from the point 
of view of reducing the use of 
private vehicles, eliminating 
bottlenecks, and improving 
public transit. 

He's optimistic that “with

NEW YORK (UPI) — The 
trouble with teen-agers is that 
nobody, especially clothing 
manufacturers, knows what 
they will think of next. Why, 
they may not even be wearing 
suits by the time school starts 
this Foil — just sports jack¬ 
ets and slacks. 

They’ve gone through peri¬ 
ods of wearing kooky hats. 
And still in vogue is the prac¬ 
tice of wearing castoff mili¬ 
tary garb, preferably dough¬ 
boy jackets of World War I 
vintage. Then, of course, 
there was Mod. a short-lived 
fad but one whose influence 
persists. 

Or take this summer. Manu¬ 
facturers loaded up with the 
usual sport shirts which in 
the trade are called cut-and- 
sewn. So what did teen-agers 
buy? Striped knitted surfing 


shirts made popular by surf¬ 
ers on both the east and west 
coasts. 

"It caught everybody by 
surprise," said Jack Haber, 
editor of GQ Scene, which is a 
a magazine devoted to teen¬ 
agers and some of their 
foibles. 

"They bought them in crew 
and turtle necks and they 
virtually killed the cut-and- 
sewn market,” said Haber. 

"And everybody expected 
theln to go for those wild 
surfing swim shorts — the 
flowered jams. Instead they 
went for plain solid colors 
which is what the surfers 
themselves changed to when 
other people started copying 
the jams.” 

So manufacturers are look¬ 
ing forward to the back-to- 
school buying with some 
trepidation.

The 
Furopean influence is strong 
in thiv.k cables, fishermen’s 
knits and marled knits. Ex¬ 
ported to be popular is the 
longer length super bulky 
sweater since it will often 
take the place of outerwear. 

Outerwear: The ski parka 
is suddenly back after an ab¬ 
sence of several years. In 
everything else it’s double 
breasted. 

Shirts: The button down 
still reigns but the paisleys 
and polka dots of the Mod age 
are being replaced by regi¬ 
mental stripes, small heral-

eral project* which will pro¬ 
duce revenue for the coffer* 
of the city. 

The Mayor thanked the 

school administration and 
School Committee for their 
• recognizing the plight of the 
city” and keeping their de¬ 
mands and requests down to 
a minimum. 

“I do know,’” Kashas said, 
“that requests for appropri¬ 
ations this year were $2,500.- 
000 more than the budget of 
last year. With careful prun¬ 
ing and consideration, these 
requests were minimized to 
the level of $1,400,000 more 
than Um 1000 budget. For 
this I am grateful.” 

The Mayor's letter conclud¬ 
ed: “We shall continue to 
make every possible effort to 
minimize the increase in cost 
of government, but we must 
also be realistic and appre¬ 
ciate the inevitability of in¬ 
creased costs if we are to 
maintain excellence in our 
schools and other city serv¬ 
ices.” 

The budgt for 1967 was set 
at $36,285,213.80 with $23,798.- 
991.77 or $69.59 per cent of that 
coming from real estate taxes. 

The Mayor’s letter ad¬ 
dressed to "Dear Fellow Tax¬ 
payer." and signed “Sincerely, 
Monte G. Bashas, Mayor," fol¬ 
lows: 

“Again this year we submit 
for your review the informa¬ 
tion on this sheet which graph¬ 
ically sets out what the City 
is doing with its income, most 
of which (69'r comes from 
those of us who are Real 
Estate and Personal Property 
Taxpayers. The Sales Tax has 
been of great assistance to 
the Cities and Towns of the 
Commonwealth. Hopefully the 
assistance received through 
Sales Tax revenue will be in¬ 
creased in future years when 
the Sales Tax, or some ade¬ 
quate substitute therefor, can 
be effected for an entire year. 

“This year 1967 we were for¬ 
tunate to receive over $2,000,- 
000 more in distributed State 
Funds than we received dur¬ 
ing the year 1966. But tak¬ 
ing into consideration the in¬ 
crease in State and County 
Assessments, this left us a 
net gain in 1967 over 1966 of 
$1,335,736. This added income 
was due to Increased collec¬ 
tions in the Sales Tax and 
contribution from the Income 
and Corporation Taxes from 
the Commonwealth. 

“Without further increased 
State assistance, we can look 
ahead to future continued in¬ 
creases in Real Estate Taxes. 
For example, the increase in 
the School operating budget 
for 1967 over 1966 was $1,461.- 
915, which represents over 
$4.00 on your 1967 Tax Rate. 
This of course, does not re¬ 
flect the impact of the School 
Building Program which has 
been planned for the next four 
or five years. 

“Our School Department 
has a fine reputation, and I 
am committed to do every-1 
thing I can to permit our! 
School system to operate with 
the highest possible degree of 
excellence, but, as Mayor, I 
must be concerned with other 
aspects of the City as well, 
not the least of which is the 
burdened taxpayers. Neith¬ 
er I as Mayor nor the Board 
of Aldermen have any power 
to control or limit School De¬ 
partment operating expenses. 

“To minimize the inevitable 
rising costs of our Schools, I 
have engaged in a vigorous 
program to build tax revenue 
by encouraging the develop¬ 
ment of revenue producing 
property in a manner con¬ 
sistent with our zoning laws 
and philosophy and consist¬ 
ent with maintaining the char¬ 
acter of our villages. I am 
very happy to report that the 
Air Rights project over the 
Toll Road In Newton Corner 
has been approved by the 
Board of Aldermen and the 
Planning Board of the City 
and within a very few 
months construction may pro¬ 
ceed in this area. 

“I was also very pleased to 
have the Ground Breaking 
Ceremony at Marriott Motor 
Location at Norumbega Park 
in May of this year. Site prep¬ 
aration is now going on and 
within a very short period of 
time the High Rise Apart¬ 
ment House proposed and ap-

Race Riots Do Great Harm 
To Cause Of Negro People 

“Tragic” and “senseless" are among the most fitting 
descriptions for the race riots which have erupted in 
Detroit and other cities stretching across the United 
States. 

Police officers trying to protect the public safety have 
been killed and wounded, as have innocent persons, in- 
} eluding children, who happened to come into the line of 
fire. 

Firefighters striving to reach the scenes of conflag¬ 
rations have been wounded and driven back by the bul¬ 
lets of snipers. 

Property losses have run into staggering sums. Life 
savings have gone up in the smoke of blaze set by ar- 
| sonists. 

But perhaps the greatest damage of all has been to 
I he cause of Negroes who had no part whatever in the 
| rioting, the shooting or the looting. 

However valid may be the claims that not enough has 
been done to eliminate racial injustices and the causes 
of Negro unrest, that not enough money has been pro¬ 
vided for the war on poverty and that attempts to 
break down the walls of the ghettoes have been woe¬ 
fully weak, the hard fact is that none of these argu¬ 
ments justifies the outbreaks of lawlessness. 

Public leaders such as Senators Edward M. Kennedy 
and Edward W. Brooke, who have fought to have the 
federal government do more for the Negroes, find their 
efforts blunted by the angry reaction in Congress to 
{the race riots. 

American citizens across the nation, whose goodwill 
and tax dollars are needed to do the things Negro lead¬ 
ers want done, have sat before their television sets in 
shocked dismay as they watched the incredible scenes 
in riot-stricken Detroit. 

They wonder why responsible Negro leaders didn’t 
speak out sooner in strong condemnation of the rioters, 
the snipers, the looters.

Scientists Make 
Study Of Mars 

ST. LOUIS fUPI)—Two St. 
Louis University scientists 
are taking a close look at an 
atmosphere about 30 million 
miles away. 

Dr. F. C. Bates and Dr. Al¬ 
bert Pallman are studying 
the structure and circulation 
of the lower Martian atmos¬ 
phere. 

The National Aeronautics 
and Space Administration 
(NASA) is financing the re¬ 
search. NASA has to know the 
composition of the tropo¬ 
sphere before it can decide 
whether to use a ‘hard" or 
“soft" landing on Mars when 
the first space vehicle arrives 
there in the 19708 
"Our study will result in a 
synthesis of all available ob¬ 
servations,’’ Bates said. Some 
of the sources of data em¬ 
ployed by the two scientists 
are cloud, astronomic and 
spectroscopic observations, 
as well as the Mariner IV 
flight. 

The Mars study may benefit 
this planet's weather science. 

“The atmosphere of Mars, 
because of its simplicity, may 
be one of the best laborator¬ 
ies for the study of ihe mech¬ 
anics of the earth’s atmos¬ 
phere,” Bates said.

Dove Sentiment 
Toward War 
Kxists In Citv 

A definite dove senti¬ 
ment exists in Newton, ac¬ 
cording to Mark Phillips, 
head of the Newton field 
staff for the “Vietnam 
Summer Project.” Phillips 
said he has directed a poll 
which thus far has ap¬ 
proached more than 500 
persons. 

One hundred volunteers 
have been active in the can¬ 
vassing which has been or¬ 
ganized by wards. 

Chairman of the pollsters 
are: Ward 1. Mrs. Marilyn 
Rosenfeld and John Hennelly; 
Ward 2. Prof, and Mrs. Syl¬ 
van Bromberger. Ward 3. 
Mrs. Gilbert Friedell and 
Mrs. Lawrence Lange r ; 
Ward 4. Robert Brundage; 
Ward 5. Mrs. Frederick King; 
Ward 6, Aron Bernstein: 
Ward 7. Dwight Merrill and 
Mrs. Joanne Banes; Ward 8. 
Peter Orlov. 

Phillips found that 28.7 per 
cent of persons polled had no 
opinion as to whether the war 
is morally justified. Of those 
who expressed an opinion. 
54.3 per cent thought that the 
American role in the war is 
not morally justified, he de¬ 
clared. 

Eighty per cent of those 
giving an opinion maintained 
the U. S. should halt the 
bombing of North Vietnam. 
However, more than half of 
the persons questioned on this 
point gave no answer or said 
they didn't know whether the 
bombing should be stopped 
Less than a majority of 
persons expressing an opin¬ 
ion called for unilateral 
withdrawal, but a much 
smaller number wish to 
press for military victory. 
In favor of abandoning Viet¬ 
nam were 42.3 per cent, 
while those wishing for 
complete armed victory 
were 36.3 per cent, accord¬ 
ing to the poll results. 
Ninety per cent believed 
the U.S. should take greater 
diplomatic initiatives to end 
the fighting. 

Phillips contends that the 
size of the uncommitted group 
suggests that the Administra¬ 
tion is having great difficulty 
in establishing the normal 
war-time consensus. 

He feels that the canvassing 
accomplishes purposes be¬ 
yond poll taking. It permits 
face - to - face examination of 
many issues. New volunteers 
are recruited and neighbor¬ 
hood discussion groups are 
set up. he said

through house-to-house can¬ 
vassing have attended the 
Peaceful Wednesday lectures 
and discussions held every 
Wednesday at 8 p.m. at the 
Eliot Church. 474 Centre St. 

“The organizers of “Viet¬ 
nam Summer” in Newton 
declare that their project i* 
educational.

Pakistan's Fragile Sex 
Revolutionizes Nation

KARACHI (UPI > — Harem 
walls have crumbled, veils 
been tossed aside as Pakis¬ 
tan’s women revolutionize an 
entire nation. 

During their two decades of 
painful emergence onto the 
national scene, the women 
have undergone a radical 
change. Demure and self-ef¬ 
facing, they now possess a 
drive that no longer will be 
stopped. 

In the process of establish¬ 
ing their rights, the women 
put a couple of dents in the 
political armor of Field Mar¬ 
shal Mohammed Ayub Khan. 

It was a woman who gave 
strongman Ayub some of his 
worst moments in 1965. She 
lost the presidential election. 
But 93-year-old Fatima Jin- 
nah sister of Mohammed Ali 
Jinnah, founder of Pakistan, 
has not lost her voice. 

Frail and irascible, she often 
makes statements that have 
caused Ayub to flinch. Other 
women have followed her 
example. 

The female editor of a Ka¬ 
rachi magazine once carried 
out a campaign against the 
piesent regime with such ef¬ 
fectiveness that the weekly 
was muzzled for six months. 

Except for such distressing 
moments, underscoring the 
orthodox Moslem’s conviction 
that women seldom should be 
seen and never heard. Ayub 
Is known to get on well with 
them. 

Ironically, it was the en¬ 
lightened family law ordi¬ 
nance, established by Presi¬ 
dent Ayub, which made the 
emancipation of the female in 
Pakistan a constitutional fact. 
Moslem males were out¬ 
raged. 

Discredited politicians and 
maverick maulanas (priests) 
joined forces to have the fam¬ 
ily law revoked by the Na¬ 
tional Assembly. 

But at the height of the 
crisis, a bevy of begums 
(wives) stormed the capital 
of Rawalpindi and emerged 


victorious. The family law 
ordinance was upheld, and 
the constitution firmly en¬ 
trenched. 

That was in 1964. 

Today. Pakistani women 
are looking to the future by 
consolidating their achieve¬ 
ments of the past. 

They have been appointed 
ambassadors and ministers. 
They are elected to the Na¬ 
tional Assembly. Hands that 
once rocked the cradle are 
reaching out to organize the 
nation’s chaotic affairs. 

There are women lawyers 
and judges, doctors and econ- 
i omists. In science and tech¬ 
nology, Pakistani women now 
are competing on equal terms 
with their men. 

In Lahore, the women are 
training for commercial pilot 
licenses. Those licensed plan 
to ask Pakistan International 
Airlines to accept them as jet- 
pilot trainees. 

Nearly 20.000 women, form¬ 
ing the All Pakistan Wo¬ 
men's Association (APWA), 
dominate the country's social 
and welfare programs. 

Born of a tragic necessity 
caused by the partition of the 
sub-continent, APW r A was 
founded by Begum Liaquat 
Ali Khan in 1959 to care for 
thousands of destitute refu¬ 
gees. 

Since then, APWA has re¬ 
cruited some of the nation's 
most progressive begums to 
become Pakistan’s leading 
champion of female rights. 

Though concerned more 
with welfare and social im¬ 
provements, APWA’s organ¬ 
ized talent has reached into 
all levels of national life. 

Its members have pene 
trated the most retarded ru¬ 
ral areas to establish educa¬ 
tional programs. APWA 
shops are show windows for 
the country’s cottage indus¬ 
tries. And fashion shows 
organized by members are 
promoting Pakistani textiles.

Texan, 97, 
Recalls Days 
Of Old West 

AUSTIN. Tex. (UPI) — 
Bruce Rogers, 97, of Austin 
is probably one of the few liv¬ 
ing persons who knew the in¬ 
famous Dalton Boys of Cof- 
feyville, Kansas, or who join¬ 
ed the original “Sooners” 
who raced across Oklahoma 
to stake a claim on the praire. 

Rogers, who says he has 
“done a little of might near 
everything,” worked on the 
farm where the renowned 
Daltons were reared. 

The outlaws. Rogers recall¬ 
ed, used to come to their 
father's homestead while 
Rogers worked there and he 
learned “all about them.” He 
remembers the wanted post¬ 
ers, the bank robberies and 
the time when one of the 
brothers was wounded. 

The old man. who builds 
miniature covered wagons as 
a pastime, said he can vividly 
remember the news pictures 
taken when the Daltons were 
killed by lawmen. 

When the government an¬ 
nounced in the early 1900's it 
would open up the Oklahoma 
territory for settlement, 
Rogers left the farm to join 
other Sooners in the histori- ! 
cal rush for land. 

Rogers said “more people 
than I ever saw in all the 
days of my life” joined in the 
race for a claim. Sixteen sa¬ 
loons went dry of beer in one 
day in one of the tent towns 
which sprang up before the 
rush. 

Rogers registered and rode 
with the others looking for 
a claim, but didn’t file for 
one. 

Was Sherif 

Later he toted two guns as 
sheriff of one of the Old West 
towns, worked on the railroad 
for a while and then went 
into business for himself 
thrashing grain with one of 
the newly invented reapers. 
The early mechanical thrash¬ 
ers were fed by hand. 

On the social side. Rogers 
used to play a lively fiddle 
for the breakdown dances of 
the day. He learned to re¬ 
string his bow and made his 
own fiddles with a pocket 
knife. 

The small wagons Rogers 
now builds are fully work¬ 
able, with brakes, springs, 
sideboards, movable canvas 
top and a bright coat of painl. 
He equips his covered wagons 
with a team of wooden oxen 
with wire horns and spring 
tails. 

Rogers’ wagons are amaz¬ 
ingly detailed replicas of the 
wagons he saw as a youth. 
Details include a chopping ax, 
chained-on logs, cant and 
grappling hooks and skids for 
rolling logs on and off. 

Because his eyes are weak, 
thr Old Westerner no longer 
rr ikes fiddles, but he con¬ 
tinues to whittle covered 
wagons.

Many medicare claimants 
are complaining that they 
have to wait months to re¬ 
ceive payments,” Rep. Theo¬ 
dore D. Mann of Newton 
charged this week. 

Mann said that as a result 
of the complaints he has filed 
a resolve calling for a sweep¬ 
ing legislative inquiry into 
the matter. 

“The alleged failure of the 
Massachusetts Medical Serv¬ 
ice to provide reasonably 
prompt payments must be 
thoroughly investigated,” the 
Newton legislator contended, 
“and corrective measures 
must be adopted immediate¬ 
ly.” 

Mann explained that the 
Massachusetts Medical Serv¬ 
ice has been designated to 
administer the Medicare pro¬ 
gram in the state. 

“If this administrative 
service is inadequate, it cre¬ 
ates a serious hardship,” 
Rep. Mann stressed. “Our 
elder citizens are the ones 
who can least afford to wait. 
Delays are irritating and 
create an unnecessary finan¬ 
cial burden. 

“Speeded-up remedies must 
be put into effect at once, if 
the legislative investigation 
finds they are required,” 
Rep. Mann concluded.

The Relief Sewer will be a 
major anti-pollution facility

! will greatly limit sewage over-

the system and enters the riv¬ 
er through overflow units. 

The project was part of a 
$112 million comprehensive 
program which is about 80 
per cent complete, according 
to M D.C. officials. 

The eight-mile Charles Riv¬ 
er conduit terminates in the 
vicinity of the Boston Univer¬ 
sity Bridge, where it ties in 
with e recently constructed 
undei river tunnel carrying 
sewage to the Deer Island 
Treatment Plant via the head- 
works at Ward St., Roxbury, 
and Columbus Park, South 
Boston, through a tunnel under 
Boston Harbor.

“It’s Lord’s Will,” 
Says Woman, 103 

MENA, Ark. (UPI) — Wo- 
men often are rather hesitant 
to reveal their ages, but an 
exception is Mrs. Mary Bittle- 
brun a woman with reason to 
be forthright. 

"Aunt Mary,” as she is 
known in the nursing home 
where she lives, is 103 years 
old. She was born four weeks 
before Abraham Lincoln was 
assassinated in 1864. 

Aunt Mary’s power of recall 
is vivid and she is exception- 
allyally active physically, but 
she has no theory on why her 
longevity. 

"It’s just the Lord’s will,” 
she says. 'I’ve had worries 
but I dont worry too long.” 

Aunt Mary says she has 
never used tobacco or alcohol, 
but 3he doesn’t claim her ab¬ 
stinence contributed signifi¬ 
cantly to her long life. Nor 
she says, did the fact she did 
not marry until she was 42. 
She was a teacher in South 
Dakota at the time of her 
marriage. Her husband died 
in 1954 at the age of 96. 

Mrs. Bittlebrun can recall 
with ease events of 80 or 90 
years ago, but prefers to de 
vote her attention to current 
events. Much of her time is 
spent reading and watching 
television. She does not wear 
glasses. 

"She doesn't live in the past 
like a lot of them do," ex¬ 
plained Mrs. Leotha Stand- 
ridge, a nurse. "She can walk 
from one end of the building 
to the other and it's a block 
long." 

Aunt Mary goes regularly to 
her Catholic church about i 
block from the nursing home. 
It is easy walking distance. 

She also makes quilts and 
visits other patients in the 
home. She threads needles 
without help. One of her 
quilts won a prize last fall in 
the Polk County Fair. 

Aunt Mary lives in the Lei¬ 
sure Lodge Nursing Home in 
Mena. The Arkansas Welfare 
Department says she is the 
oldest person it supports in a 
nursing home.

Newton To Take Over 
Gas Lamp Maintenance 

Newton will he going into the street lamp mainten¬ 
ance business shortly, after final arrangements are 
made with the Wellsbach Co. which owns and repairs 
92 gas lamps throughout the city. 


The action by Newton to 
take over the ownership and 
maintenance comes as the re¬ 
sult of Wellsbach’s decision 
to offer them for sale. The 
maintenance contracts on the 
lamps have long been a los¬ 
ing proposition for the com¬ 
pany. Public Works Director 
Willard S. Pratt believes that 
Newton can service the lamps 
at far less than it costs 
Wellsbach. 

A delay in getting the 
$3,500 needed to purchase the 
lamps at about $32 each re¬ 
sulted when the city control¬ 
ler reported that the Services 
and Supplies account was 
nearly depleted. The money 
will have to be taken from 
the Contractual Services ac¬ 
count. 

Wnen taken over by the 
city, the poles will burn 24 
hours a day to cut down on 
maintenance. Presently a 
private firm winds the timer 


clocks and replaces worn-out 
parts. 

Kv burning the lamps 24 
hours a day there is no 
need to wind the timers. 
What is expended in gas 
will be saved in the servic¬ 
ing. 

A proposal to turn the gas 
lamps to electric operation to 
cut down on service and pro¬ 
vide better illumination was 
answered by Pratt who cited 
that after the first year it 
would cost almost twice as 
much for electric service as 
it would for gas. He added 
that the lamps are located on 
streets such as Highland ave- 
nut and the area of Crystal 
Lake, and there have never 
been any complaints of poor 
illumination by residents. 

Pratt indicated that it would 
cost about $50 per unit to 
change to electricity because 
line would have to b strung 
underground.

Newton Police Training 
Wins Council 


The Newton Police Training 
School has been accepted as 
a municipal police training 
school by the Municipal Police 
Training Council, Newton Po¬ 
lice Chief Philip Purcell an¬ 
nounced last week. 

The Chief has appointed 
Capt. William F. Quinn as di¬ 
rector, Lt. Albert Yanco as 
supervisor of training and of¬ 
ficer Raymond J. Thibault as 
coordinator. 

The Police Training Council 
was established in 1964 to 
standardize and improve police 
training procedures through¬ 
out the state. The law states 
that policemen shall, within a 
year of their appointment, at¬ 
tend an approved police train¬ 
ing school. 

Newton's school was estab¬ 
lished in 1950 and enlarged 
last year to comply with the 
law. A total of 160 hours Is 
required and Newton's pro¬ 
gram exceeds the Council's 
requirements by 65 hours.

Newton also puts great value 
on patrol training, something 
which is not required by the 
Council. In addition, Newton 
includes 10 hours of water 
safety training due to the 14 
miles of river boundary in the 
city. 

The subjects required by law 
include case and court presen¬ 
tation, dealing with mentally 
disturbed persons, narcotics 
and harmful drugs, riot con¬ 
trol. firearms training, finger- 
printing and photography, in¬ 
terviewing and interrogation, 
homic.’de investigations and 
relations with the news me¬ 
dia. 

Quinn said that 16 men will 
be appointed by early fall and 
training will commence after 
their appointments. He said 
that neighboring communities 
may send their new officers to 
Newton for training if they 
wish. 

Chief Purcell, who instituted 
the continual training program 
in 1950, said that municipal 
training scohols will improve 
police efficiency and service 
and added that only by con¬ 
tinual pursuit of education by 
the police can law enforcement 
meet the needs of society.

Cong. Heckler 
l rues Social 
Security Hike 

Congresswoman Margaret 
M. Heckler, who represents 
Newton, has joined other 
first-term Republican Con¬ 
gressman in introducing 
legislation for a retroac¬ 
tive increase in Social Sec¬ 
urity benefits. 

Cong. Heckler declared that 
the boost in Social Security 
benefits is necessary to offset 
the continuing rise in the cost 
of living. 

She pointed out that it was 
the responsibility of Congress 
to act swiftly since the Presi¬ 
dent has failed to assign a 
priority to legislation which 
would permanently raise So¬ 
cial Security benefits. 

The Congresswoman joined 
with other freshmen Repub¬ 
licans in a declaration which 
affirmed: “Twenty - two mil¬ 
lion Americans today depend 
upon their Social Security 
payments to provide for their 
daily needs. 

"Each day continuing in¬ 
flation and a lack of White 
House leadership combine 
to rob these Americans on 
fixed incomes of their pur¬ 
chasing power, they main¬ 
tained. 

The 31 Republican Con¬ 
gressmen said the retroactive 
payment and increased bene¬ 
fits can be made without 
boosting Social Security tax 
rates. 

The Republican House 
members contended that the 
Social Security Trust Fund 
was large enough on Jan. 1 
of this year to finance an 
across-the-board increase of 
8 per cent. They said that the 
fund has grown larger now 
and that an even bigger re¬ 
troactive payment and in¬ 
crease in benefits may now 
he possible. 

“As an interim measure we 
should immediately grant this 
fiscally sound, retroactive 
lump-sum payment and in¬ 
crease benefits to our senior 
citizens until such time as 
the Congress ends its deliber¬ 
ation of the many proposed 
changes in the Social Secur¬ 
ity law," Congresswoman 
Heckler concluded.

Electronic Vote Stalls 


Poll Job Appointments 


The appointment of poll 
workers in Newton this year 
will be delayed pending the 
outcome of the electronic 
voting bill in the Legislature. 

Alan W. Licarie, election 
commission executive secre¬ 
tary, said there will be about 
a six to eight-week delay in 
the appointments this year. 
He estimated by that time the 
bill will have cleared the 
Legislature and the Board of 
Aldermen. 

Licarie said that with the 
new voting method more 
people will be needed at the 
polls during the voting hours 
than were required with paper 
ballots. 

Paul Burke, a member of 
the aldermanic committee 
studying the machines, said 
there is a good possibility that 
Newton will use the machines 


throughout the city in Novem¬ 
ber instead of in one pre¬ 
cinct per ward as originally 
planned. 

The original bill in the 
Legislature, filed by Newton, 
called for limited use of the 
machines, but that was sub¬ 
stituted by a bill from the 
secretary of state’s office 
which allows a number of 
cities to use the machines in 
every polling place. 

Licarie explained that more 
poll workers will he needed 
in the fall ecause one of the 
machines is required for each 
200 voters and each will have 
to be manned bv a worker to 
give instructions. 

He added that a lot of time 
will have to be spent before 
the election to allow poll 
workers to familiarize them¬ 
selves with the machines.
